Being a Continuation of Art.V. of Numb. XIV, 


ATE left the So/tdéz in a Sea of Grief for 

the lofs of Prolemais, froma whence 

our Hiftorian did his beft to recover him, by 

remonftrating the Vanity of grieving for what 

he could not recal; and by {etting forth the 

neceffity of returning to himielf, that the Ene- 

‘my might not take the advantage of his 

Inactivity to his farther detriment. He en- 

treated him to think of: Zeru/alem, and of fe- 

curing the maritime Country, and of relea- 

fing thofe whom the Enemy now held in Cap- 

tivity. A Council was called, wherein it was 
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refolved, That it was to no purpofe any longer 
to keep the Franks confined, fince the City of 
Ptolemais was fallen into their hands. The 
Soltén therefore commanded the Baggage to 
march off with the grofs of the Army, while 
he himfelf with a choice Body of light Horfe 
kept his ground, to watch the Enemy’s Mo- 
tions, and to mark what they would do with the 
captive Garrifon ; flattering himfelf at the 
fame time, that the Fravks, puffed up by their 
good Fortune, might be tempted to make a 
Sally upon him, and thereby give him an op- 
portunity of taking feme revenge on them. 
But nothing of this happened ; the Franks, 
regardlefs of him, minded nothing but the 

City they had got. | 
AFTER a fimart skirmifh which foon 
enfued, each fide bethought them of the 
execution of the Treaty which had been a- 
greed on at the Surrender of Péolemais ; and 
Meffengers went from fide to fide to exa- 
mine into and fettle Matters purfuant thereto. 
And particularly, a Maronite and two belong- 
ing to the King of England, came to the Sol- 
tan’s Camp, and having produced two exact 
Lifts of their Captives, demanded a fight of 
the true Crofs, that they might know whether 
it was there, or at Baghdad. It was according- 
ly produced, and they adored it, proftrating 
themfelves with their Faces in the Duft, and 
behaving with extraordinary and boundlefs De- 
votion towards it. They fignified, That their 
Kings allowed the So/tén three Months for the 
execution of the Treaty, the Conditions where- 
of, were to be fulfilled at three different Pe- 
riods, upon three monthly Days. Accord- 
ingly, Preparations were made for the firft de- 
livery,

livery, and all was foon ready, except fome 
Nobles, whofe Names were given in, but 
could not readily be found; which took up 
fome time. 

Wen the firft Term or Period was ex- 
pired, adifpute arofe. The Sold would make 
no delivery till the Franks had releafed their 
Prifoners, and accepted his Security for the 
two remaining Payments; or elfe given h'm 
Security to make good what they received 
of him, till they had difcharged their Pri- 
foners. The Franks, we are told, were fo 
unreafonable as to agree to neither; but 
infifted, that the Seltdénz fhould make his firft 
Payment, and truft wholly to their Honour 5 
which upon this occafion would not pafs cur- 
rent with him. He had no Opinion of their 
fincerity, and would not truft them fo far ; 
but by fticking out, he brought a great cala- 
mity upon the Captives he wanted to releafe. 

For the King of Exgland (upon whom 
our Hiftorian here beftows the Epithet of ac- 
surfed) obferving that the Solsén refufed to 
deliver the Money, Captives and Crofs, which 
were to make up his firft Payment, refolved 
to beeven with him. Here Babdo’ddin takes 
occafion to blacken our firft Richard. He pre- 
tends, that the Befieged were promifed their 
Lives, at leaft, even if the Soltdn fhould not 
think good to anfwer their Stipulations. But 
this accurfed Man (fays he) broke his Faith, 
and perpetrated that which his Heart had de- 
termined, even tho’ he had received the Sol- 
tan’s Payment, as was owned by thofe even 
of his own Religion. He drew out three 
thoufand of the obfcureft and leaft ufeful of 
the Captives, who being all chained together, 
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he miferably flaughtered in one place. Our 
Hiftorian afterwards tells us, it was given out, 
that this horrid Butchery was done by way of 
Retaliation; or becaufe the King of England 
refolving to march for A/calon, thought it un- 
fafe to leave fuch numbers of Moflems in the 
City behind him. The Soltdn’s People beheld 
this Slaughter, but could not diftinétly perceive 
what was going forwards; they could only re- 
port, that the Enemy was in motion, which 
gave an Alarm, and brought on a warm dif- 
pute, wherein both fides fuffered a great lofs 
of Blood: But with the firft Light of the next 
Morning the Moflems faw what had been tranf- 
acted the Afternoon before; and mourned the 
Fate of their three thoufand Martyrs, as 
they called them. 

Tue Fortifications of Ptolemais were through- 
ly repaired, and the King of England marched 
away for Ajcalon ; leaving a ftrong Garrifon 
behind him. He was encouraged to this 
Expedition, by information he had from two 
Scenite Arabs, who reported the Soltdn’s Forces 
to be inconfiderable ; but being convinced of 
quite the reverfe, by frequent inftances in his 
march, he ordered the two Arabs to be put to 
death as Traitors, 

Tuis march was truly a very troublefom 
one to Richard, and no General could do more 
than the Soltdz cid to prevent it 3 and had 
not a very exact Difcipline been obferved in 
the Chrifiian Avmy, and had they not been 
armed, at all points, in a very extraordinary 
manner, it had been impoffible for them to 
proceed at all. 

Art lait, tired out, they fent Embaffadors 
to expoftulate with the Soltdéu, « That the 

«6 War 
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‘¢ War was fpun out to an unreafonable 
length, that the braveft of each fide were 
continually falling ; that they were come 
only to affift the Franks of Ferufalems 
that it would be but juft and prudent in the 
Soltdnu to make Peace with them, that the 
Armies might return each to their home.” 

Thus it was expoftulated with 4/-Malec Al-Adel 

the So/tdn’s Brother, who went to hear what 

the Ambaffadors had to fay. 

THe Solién was not fond of hearkning to 
this, knowing the Turkmans to be on the point 
of joining him. However, it was fo ordered, 
that the King of England and Al-Malec Al- 
Adel met to difcourfe this matter over, 
each of them proudly and potently guarded. 
The Converfation was fo managed, that the 
King of England was the firft that made men- 
tion of Peace. ‘To which A/-Adel returned, 
** That a bare mention of Peace was nothing, 
‘ that he fhould be glad to know the Condi- 
** tions expected, that he might be able to 
*© act as a Mediator with the So/tén towards 
‘“* bringing it toa Conclufion.” The King of 
England then faid, that, in a word, their de- 
mand was a general Reftitution of all, and that 
the So/tén fhould march home with all his 
Army. This was rejected by /-Adel, with 
great fcorn, and high words arofe, and they 
parted. 

Tue Soltén upon this refolved to come to 
action with the franks; and the Battle of 
Arfif, as our Hiftorian calls it, enfued ; where- 
in he received a total overthrow, highly to his 
mortification, nor had he ever feen fo black 
aday before. This, and the ofS of Ptolemais 
fo little a time before, made him determine, 
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to be before-hand with the Franks, by demo- 
lifhing the City of A/calon, whither they were 
now bending their march; that it might prove 
of no ufe to them towards the recovery of 
Ferufalem, or enable them to obftruct the Com- 
munication with Egypt. Upon thefe Confide- 
rations, therefore he ordered it to be demo- 
lifhed, to his infinite regret, it being a lovely 
Place, and very ftrong ; and demolifhed it was, 
with the utmoft precipitation, amidft the general 
confufion and outcries of the Inhabitants, who 
lamented, that they fhould be driven to fo fore a 
neceffity. The Work was hurried on the more, 
that it might not be interrupted by the Franks 5 
from whom, in the midft of it, a Propofal of 
Peace came; but no lefs than the whole King- 
dom of Ferufalem was demanded. The Soltdén 
was glad to underftand they were grown fick 
of the War, and ordered fome fhew of Com- 
pliance to be made; but finding, that the demo- 
lition went on heavily, and that he was unable 
to remove what was treafured up in the Place, 
he fet fire thereto, to the unfpeakable lofs of 
Provifions, Stores, Houfhold Furniture, €&c. 
But the Fortifications and Towers were fo 
folidly built, that ic proved a Work of great 
difficulty to make an end of the Deftruction 
that was begun ; while //-Malec Al- Adel kept 
the Enemy from fufpecting what was going 
forward, by amufing them with a talk of 
Peace. 

A few days afterwards, the Soltdn vifited 
Tvddaand Ramlab ; and obferving the Church 
of the former, and the Caftle of the latter, to be 
firm Buildings, he levelled them both with the 
ground, While this Work was in hand, he 
went privately to Feru/falem to take a —— 
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of that Holy City; and before he departed 
thence, which was in two or three days, he 
faw every thing put into good order, and duly 
provided. 

AxBouT this time, the Marquifs of Tyre 
offered to make a feparate Peace with the | 
Soltén, on condition Sidon and Berytus were 
put into his hands; in return for which, he 
engaged to break with his Brethren in Faith, 
and to reduce Piolemais to his Obedience again. 
The Soltén wanted fome Earneft of his Sin- 
cerity ; and the King of England underftand- 
ing the Motion, marched back to Péolemais, 
to fruftrate the Marquifs’s Project, and bring 
him to a better Mind. 

Tue Enemy, therefore, being retired to 
that diftance, the Soltdn thought he might 
fafely fend -his Bother to Ferufalem to direct 
Affairs there; from whence he in a few days 
returned again to the Army. 

We cannot pafs over unobferved, that, 
here, we are told, the Soltdn had lifted a re- 
gular Band of Arabian Banditti, to be conti- 
nually pilfering and ftealing what they could 
from the Franks, whether Money, Horfes, or 
even living Perfons. They were ufed to fur- 
prize them in their Sleep, and wake them with 
a drawn Dagger at their Throats, and com- 
manding them Silence upon pain of Death, took 
them out of their Tents, and carried them off 
Prifoners; and many that attempted to cry 
out, paid for it with their Lives. 

U pon the 26" of this fame Month, the 
King of England defired Al-Malec Al-Adel 
would fend an Ambaffador to him; and what 
the King had to fay amounted to this, as it 
was communicated to the Soltdén: The Moflems 
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and the Franks both perifh 5 their Countries are 
defilated, and tbeir Wealth and Strength are un- 
meafur ably confitined. _ have both done our 
Duty in this Conte ft and Hely War. Nothing re~ 
mains to be dif uted but the Holy City, the Crofs, 
and our Boun s. ds for the Holy City, which 
is the very rn sof ow Religion, we cannot forgo 
our Claim to iets the? we were all to die in the 
Profecution iberesf. As for the Country, reftore 
to us, all on this fide Jordan, And as for the 
i which, in your efteem, is of no manner of 

Value, but with us of the bigheft Veneration, the 
Soltin foail give us that 5 that fo, concluding a 
Peace, we may ref from our Labour. 

Tue So/tincalleda Council to deliberate up- 
on this, and the following Anfwer was returned. 
The Holy City is of the fume concern to us, as to 
yous nay, of greater and more noble concern; 
for thence da lour P? ropbet take bis Night-Jour- 
ney to Heav say and here are the. Angels wont 
to bold th cir fi folemn Affemblies, Do not therefore fo 
much as let it eater tuto your iene thai we will 
aati it We cannot be fo carele/s or weglell- 
ful of our own Concerns, or anfwer it to the reft 
of our Faith. As for tbe Countries, they originally 
and of right belong « s, which you fubdued to 
Jour felves, taking - ntage of the weaknefs of 
ibe Moflems in ms days. Laftly, The Crofs 
isa fant er a great difbonour of the

days after this, Al-Malee Al-Adel 
called our Hiltorian and four others of chief 
note, and gave them the following Meflage 
to the Salm. The King of England defires that 
Al-Malec Al-Adc! m 2 take bis Sifter it Mar- 
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riage; and, to confirm the Peace upona folid 
Foundation, that fhe may refide at Jerufalem ; 
and receiving, as a Dowry from her Brother, alt 
that is bis between Ptolemais and Afcalon, with 
other Gifts, jhe and ber Husband may reign 
jointly at Jerufalem, as King and Queen of Pa- 
leftine 5 axd the faid Kingdom to be added to the 
reft of Al-Adel’s Lands and Provinces. That on 
the other hand, the Soltan fhould deliver up to 
him, [the King of England| the true Crofs, and 
leave the Knights Templars and Hbfpitalers in 
the quiet Poffeffion of their Lands and Cafiles. 
That there foould be a general Releafe of Prifo- 
ners cn each fide. That the Peace being thus fet- 
tled on alafting Bafis, the King of England would 
crofs the Seas home agai. 

Al-Malec Al-Adel was very fond of this 
Project, and he chofe fuch a Number of Am- 
bafiadors, of which our Hiftorian was the 
chief, to ferve as fo many Witnefies, that the 
Soltén either approved of the Plan, or rejected 
a Peace offered upon fuch honourable and ad- 
vantageous Conditions. The Seltdén, without 
hefitation declared his Affent, being perfuaded, 
it feems, that the King would never ratify 
a Peace upon fuch terms, and that the whole 
was a collufion. 

Aw Ambaffador was fent to the King of 
England, to acquaint him, that the Soltdz came 
into his Meafures; but when he arrived, he 
was told, there was a difippointment ; thatthe 
King’s Sifter was highly offended at the Match, 
and had vowed by all that was good and facred, 
never to admita Mo/Jem to her Embraces ; and 
that thereupon the King had promifed her to bring 
Al- Adel over to the Céri/ian Faith, And thus 

was 
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was the great Bufinefs of Peace fufpended for 
the prefent.- 

In confequence of this difappointment, the 
War took its old courfe, and the Sword on 
each fide was unfheathed again. A few days 
afterwards, the Marquifs of Tyre made a re- 
newal of his offer to break with the Franks, by 
his Ambaffador, fent for that purpofe. His 
Anger proceeded from the diffatisfaction of the 
other Chriftian Princes with his Marriage, fays 
our Author, deeming it repugnant to their 
Laws and Ordinances. The So/t¢dn lent an at- 
tentive ear to the purport of this Embaffy, glad 
to hear of the diflenfion arifen among the 
adverfe Powers; and ordered this Ambatlador 
to be complimented with all the Honours 
fhewn to thofe of the moft confiderable Princes. 

We mutt not infift much on the Occur- 
rences of the War, which henceforward lan- 
guifhes very confiderably, and fhall only pur- 
fue the Negotiations towards a Peace, that we 
may not fwell out this Article to an immo- 
derate bulk, or have occafion to continue it in 
the following Number. 

In three or four Days after the Tyrian Am- 
baffador’s arrival in the Soltdn’s Quarters, 
Al-Malec Al-Adel and the King of England had 
a meeting, wherein great kindnefs and com- 
plaifance were fhewn on both fides ; and they 
parted as if the firmeft Friendfhip had taken 
root between them. The King took this op- 
portunity of defiring a Conference with the So/- 
zén himfelf, from whom he received much fuch 
an Anfwer asformerly, viz. ** That it would 
«* not look well for them to war upon each 
“¢ other after a Conference ; but that Affairs 
“ being duly fettled, it would be highly be- 

** coming. 
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¢s coming. That it could not fuit with their 
«+ Dignity to confer together, but upon a 
ss matter of the higheft moment. That nei- 
ss ther underftood the other’s Tongue. And, 
«© upon the whole, that it were beft to defer 
« their Congrefs till every thing was fettled 
«¢ upon the moft amicable footing, that they 
«¢ might fee each other with Pleafure and De- 
«¢ cency, and ever afterwards hold a fair In- 
*¢ telligence with each other.” The Solténz 
was told, that the King was ftruck with admira- 
tion at this Anfwer, and thence perceived no 
good was to be done but by fubmitting to the 

Soltén, and acquiefcing with his Inclinations. 
Tue next day, the Soltén gave Audience 
to the Zyrian Ambaflador, who affured him, 
that not only the Lord of Tyre was ready to 
break all Meafures with the Weftern Franks, 
but alfo many Nobles befides; and the like. 
The Soltén gave him a favourable hearing, 
was delighted at what he faid, and promifed 
him a fpeedy Anfwer. At the fame time came 
the Englifh Ambaflador, accompanied by a 
Man of one hundred and twenty years of Age. 
He faid, ‘* That his Mafter fought the Sol- 
“¢ tdén’s Love and Friendfhip: That the So/- 
tén having faid he would inveft his Brother 
Al-Ade! with thofe maritime Provinces; he 
‘¢ fhould be glad if he would aét as Umpire 
‘© between him and his Brother, and divide 
“© the Cities fairly between them. That by all 
*¢ means the Franks fhould have fome fhare of 
“© Ferufalem. Finally, That he would have 
*¢ him order the Partition fo, as neither to 
leffen himfelf in the eyes of the Moflems, or 
«¢ him [the King] in the eyes of the Franks.’ 
The S:ida promited fair, and the Ambaffador 
being 
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being gone, he fent after them, to know their 
mind concerning the Captives; but in his 
heart there was no hopes of fecurity and reft, 
but by an utter expulfion of the ranks, as he 

privately expreffed himfelf to our Hiftorian. 
However, this double Ofer of Peace 
brought.on a debate, whether it were beft to 
hearken to.the King, or to the Marquifs, and 
the Propofals of each were laid before the 
Council: but for weighty Reafons, it was una- 
nimoufly agreed, that the King was to be pre- 
ferred. The sround- work of this Peace was 
the intended Marriage of the King’s Sifter with 
the So/téx’s Brother; that thefe two fhould 
have the whole Kingdom of Yeru/falems and 
that the Queen fhould have all of it belonging 
to the Franks in right of her se and. Al- 
Malec 4!- Adil, what belo nged to the Moflems, 
in right of the Soltdn. But the Queen being 
averie to this Plan, and all the Chrijiians cry- 
ing out againft it; the King decla: ed he could 
not proceed to execution till he had confulted 
the Pope: that accordingly he had fent an 
Ambafiador to him, whom he expected to re- 
turn in fix Months time; that if the Pope 
granted a Difpenfation, well and good; but 
that, if he did not, 4/-Malee Al-Adel fhould 
have his Brother’s Daughter, whom he could 
difpofe of as he pleated, without troubling 
the Pope. In the mean time, the War went 
on; but to forward the Peace in profpeé, the 
Sidonian, whocame Ambaffidor from the Mar- 
quifs of Zyre, was fhewn upon all occafions, 
to {pur them on to a tconclufion of what hi- 
therto hid ended lin mcre talk 5 nor by delay- 
ing, to give the Soltdéa occafion to ftrengthen 
himfelt, 
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himfelf, by entring into a feparate Allyancé 
with the faid Marquifs. 

Tue Affair of the Marriage was canvafled 
and explained to the Soléén’s Underftanding, 
who could not rightly conceive what fhould hin- 
der the King from difpofing of his Sifter as 
eafily as of his Niece 3 and upon the clofe it 
was returned, That in expectation of the Pope’s 
Decifion, the Plan fhould remain unalterables 
and be executed juft as it was, if it came to 
a Match. 

Tue Armies then, on each fide, betook 
them to their Winter Quarters, the So/téa re- 
tiring to Ferufalem, and the King to Ptolemais. 
After fome time, the King fent an Ambaflador 
to fignify his defire to confer with A/-Malee 
Al-Adel, whom he now looked on as his 
Brother, upon an Affair of equal importance to 
each fide ; wherefore Al/-Malec Al-Adel fet out rear of the 
with a itrong Guard, and furnifhed with pro-Hejr.588. 
per Inftructions to expedite the Affair depend- 
ing. Among other Articles, he was to infift on 
the demolition of Berytus; to make an offer of 
the true Crofs ; to agree that they fhould ex- 
ercife their Religion in the Church of the Re- 
furrection; and that they fhould have free 
Liberty to vifit Feru/alem as Pilgrims, pro- 
vided they were unarmed, 

Al-Malec Ai-Adel departed from Ferufalem, 
and on his way difpatched an Expres with far- 
ther Propofals, which had been comnyunicated 
to him on the part of the King of England, 
wherein was ipecified, that ‘* the Partition of 
*¢ the Country fhould be exactly equal, nor 
‘© one have more than the other, faving that 
‘© they would have the whole City of ‘feru/a- 

ss lem, 
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“¢ Jem, allowing the Moflems a place therein 
‘¢ for their Devotion.” 

T u1s opened a new Paflage to difputes, 
and Al.-Malec Al-Adel would not meet the 
King, but upon condition of his agreeing to 
the Articles he was charged with, and ftiffly, 
and to very little purpofe was the matter con- 
tefted; wherefore /-Adel returned again to 
the So/tdén, having been able to make no pro- 
grefs in his Negotiation. 

Tue Marquifs of Tyre, inthe mean time 
prefied the So/tdn to declare himfelf, and take 
part with him; but his Ambafiador was dif- 
miffed with words only. The next Month, it 
was told the Soltdéu, by a Noble Moflem, who 
made his efcape out of Ptolemais, That the 
King of England obferved a profound filence 
upon the fubject of Peace, upon hearing there 
was fome difturbance arifen beyond the Ez- 
pbrates, which might coft the Solté no {mall 
trouble to quell. This fame Month the Ty- 
vian Ambaflador returned, and the Soltdn fear- 
ing, that if he did not declare himfelf in 
favour of him, the Marquifs might be tempted 
to join the turbulent Spirits a-crofs the Ex- 
pbrates, and thereby give him a diverfion 
from his HOLY WAR; he gave hisaffent 
tothe Allyance, and difmiffed the Ambaflador. 
But within a very few days, News came that 
the Marquifs had been affaffinated at the infti- 
gation of the King of England. 

The next Month there came an Ambaffador 
from Conjlantinople, demanding, among other 
things, ‘** the true Crofs ; that the Church of the 
** Refurrection, and all the other Churches of 
“* note in Ferufalem, fhould be delivered up to 
* Greek Priefts; and that the Soltdn would 

«* make 
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«© make with them a League Offenfive and De- 
‘¢ fenfive, and join to reduce Cyprus.” Intwo 
days this Ambaflador was difmiffed, and an 
Egyptian was fent to Conftantinople on the part 
of the Soltén, with a civil repulfe; and was 
particularly ordered to remonftrate, «* That 
“¢ the King of Georgia had proferred two hun- 
«¢ dred thoufand Pieces of Gold for the Crofs, 
*< to no purpofe.” 

Tue Franks flattering themfelves, that the 
Soltén’s Affairs were more embroiled than they 
really were, and knowing, that his Army was 
in Quarters, befieged Dardt, a place of in- 
different Strength and Confequence, near Gaza; 
and eafily carried it 5 and in other flight At- 
tempts they began again to infeft the Seltén, 
but we have not room here to touch on the 
particulars. 

Tue Soltén therefore fummoned in his Army, 
and the next News he heard, was, that the 
Franks were on full march towards Ferufalem. 
A Council was called upon this, wherein it was 
refolved, That the Walls of that City fhould 
be divided among the Chiefs to be by them 
repaired, while the So/tdn with the grofs of the 
Army kept the Field. Some skirmifhes en- 
fued between detached Parties and the Ene- 
my’s Convoys, wherein no great advantage 
was obtained on either fide. But on the 11 
of this Month, the So/tdn received an unex- 
pected and heart-breaking blow, by the rout 
of the Egyptian Army and Caravan, which the 
King of England furprized, and thereby ob- 
tained a vaft booty, taking three thoufand Ca- 
mels, and five hundred Prifoners, and as many 
Horfes ; upon News of which, the Soltdn was 
guite inconfolable, 
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Fiusnep with this extraordinary piece of 
good fortune, Count Henry was fent trom their 
Camp to Tyre, Tripoly, and Péolemais, to prefs 
all the able Men there into the Service 
againft Ferufalem, which they now deter- 
mined to befiege in good earneft. Whereupon 
the Soltdén fet all hands to work in preparing 
that City for an aflault, and in deftroying the 
Wells, and poifoning the Springs and Streams 
thereabouts, that there might remain nothing 
for them to drink, the Soil being quite rocky, 
and very improper for finking of Wells. At 
the fame time, he fent to all parts to gather 
his Army together. 

Tue War being revived to this pitch, the 
Soltin, who was now in Ferufalem, affembled 
his Princes and Captains ; and our Hiftorian, at 
the Soltdn’s Command, exhorted them in a very 
religious ftrain, to imitate their Holy Prophet 
Mobammed, by entring into a folemn Vow and 
Affociation to perfevere againft the Dangers 
which threatened them,even to death itfelf.. T his 
was unanimoufly approved, and the Soltdn pau- 
fing a while, as if he intended to fpeak, while 
all that were prefent expeéted what he would 
fay, motionlefs and fiill, he thus at length 
began, after the ufual initial form. Know 
ye, That ye ave this day the Safeguard of Ifla- 
mifm, its Strengibh and Bulwark. Ye well know, 
tbat the Blood of the Miollems, their Wealth and 
future Good, are now in your hands; and that 
none has dared to withfland and make head againft 
this Enemy, but vour fclves. If now ye with- 
draw your felves, (which God forbid!) the Enemy 
will fold and roll up thefe Realms, as the Angel; 
who writes dew human Actions, rolls and folds up 
his Regifters. But thefe Realms are recommended 
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to your Faith and Piety; andye are the Men, who 
have taken on you this Charge, and upon that 
account have been unfparingly fupplied from the 
Treafury. The Hopes and Wealth of the reft of 
the Moflemite Provinces are centered in yon. 
I have fpoken. 

To this Seifo’ddin Mefbtib at once made an- 
fwer, in the following emphatical, tho’ fhort 
Expreffions, Our Lord, we are iby Slave:, and 
Bond-Servants. Thou haft leaded us with thy 
Favours. Thou bajt raifed us to Dignity and Ho- 
nour. Thou baft o’erwhelmed us with thy Mu- 
nificence. We have nothi ing, pr operly, of our own 
but our Heads; and thofe are in thy bands, and 
at thy devotion. By the Almighty ! not one of 
us will flacken bis band, much les forfake thee, 
but as Death cuts us off. In the fame manner 
the reft profeifed themfelves, The Mamliks, 
however, arraigned this Conduct, and were 
for keeping the Field againft the Enemy, and 
not fuffering themfelves to be penned up be- 
tween four Walls, and expofed to the dan- 
ger of fuffering the Calamities, which were 
fo feverely felt. by thofe who defended Prole- 
mais, all which was frefh in mind. But to 
leave them; the Soltdm at this juncture was 
very grave and folemn, and the next day be- 
ang Friday, performed a private and very 
decent Devotion prefcribed and fuggefted to 
him by our Hiftorian, refigning himfelf up to 
God, and imploring his Aid. The very next 
Morning news was brought, that a Diflenfion 
was arifen in the Chriftian Army ; fome being 
for the Siege of Ferufalem, and others againft 
it. Of the former were the French, who de- 
clared they came iato this Country for no other 
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reafon, nor would return till ferufalem were 
recovered, On the other hand, the King of 
England alledged, the impoffibility of Succefs 
in the attempt, for wantof Water. This was 
warmly debated between them ; and at length 
they chofe three hundred of their Chiefs to 
decide upon the Queftion ; thefe three hundred 
chofe twelve, and the twelve chofe three; and 
thefe pronounced, that the Siege was not to be 

undertaken, to the great joy of the Moflems. 
Tue Franks thus retreated, the Soltdn gave 
audience to an Ambaffador from Count Henry, 
who notified to him, ** That the King of 
‘ England had made over the maritime Realms 
“© to him; wherefore he now laid claim to 
‘¢ them, and demanded reftitution of his Do- 
‘¢ minions, that he might conclude a Peace 
«¢ with him, and be as his Son.” At this the 
Soltén was fo enraged, that he could fcarce keep 
his hands off the Ambaflador, and immediately 
commanded him to be gone. But upon his 
defire to be heard a word farther, he declared, 
‘¢ His Mafter acknowledged his Realms were 
€* in the hand of the Soltdn, and that he fhould 
** hold himfelf obliged to him for what he 
‘< fhould be pleafed to reftore to him.” This 
foothed his Paffion, and the Ambaffador 
was allowed to ftay. A while after came a 
Maoflem, a Servant to one of the Soltdn’s Gran- 
dees, called Mefbiib, from the King of Eng- 
land, charged with the following Meflage to 
his Mafter. Tell your Lord, That on both 
fides we perifb every day. That it were beft 
to refrain from further blood/hed. Beware hiw 
you think that this Motion proceeds from my 
weakne/s. I have only the common Good at beart. 
Lict bim therefore ait the Mediator between us 
i and 
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and the Soltan. Do not flatter your felves with 
a vain hope, becaufe I have withdrawn the 
Camp; for the Ram draws backwards only to 
butt with the greater violence. This was Richard’s 
Meflage to Me/htib, and he fent private Agents 
under difguifed pretences to forward the con- 
clufion of a Peace ; but no adh ial good enfued 
thereon for the prefent. 

Urpow the 26 of this fame Month came 
the King’s Ambaffador to the So/tdz, the fub- 
ftance of whofe Charge runs thus. The King of 
England faith, Iam very defirous of thy Allyance 
and Friendbip. As I would by ito means act the part 

Pharaoh, /o neither can I imagine thou ewould/ it. 

or doth it become thee to defire the Deftruion 
of all the Moflems ; or me, of all Franks. For 
as much as I bave invefed this my Sifter’s See ; 
Count Henry, with the Dominion of thefe Lands, 
I deliver him up to thy Care, that be and bis 
Army may obey thee, and be ready at thy call, 
if thou foouldft want their Afiftance in the Eatt. 
The faid King faith, furthermore; Since thou baft 
bebaved fo generoufly towards fa many Mont 
who have cbtained a reftitution of fo many Chure! 
from thee 5 why foouldjt iheu deal fo bardty by 
me, who only ask thee for one Church? 1 
promifed to make thee ea/y upon every Article 
thou didft not approve of, when I treated with 
Al-Malec Al-Adel, and 7 now perform my 
word; and if thou grant me but a bare {pot or 
piece of wafte Ground in the Holy City, I will 
accept of it. The Ambaffador having thus de- 
Jivered himfelf, a Council was called, and for 
very weighty and cogent Reafons the follow- 
ing Anfwer was difpatche -d to the King. for 
as much as thou approache/? fo near uito our 
wifhes, and bumbleft thy ff ; and fince it be- 
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boveth us to offer one good turn for another; be- 
hold the Son of thy Sifter fhall be unto us, as one 
of the Sons of the Soltan; and unto thee foall 
be given the great Church of the Refurrection. 
The Realms we will divide between us. You foall 
have the Sea-Coaft, which you now have in pof= 
feffion; and we will keep the Strong-bolds and the 
Mountains. What lies between us may be equally 
divided. But Afcalon, and all thereunto belong- 
ing [the Franks had rebuilt or repaired it] 
foall be utterly demolifbed, that it may neither 
be ours or yours, The Territory, however, de- 
pendant on it, you may have, if fuch be your defire. 
But for leaving Afcalon in your poffefion, we 
abominate the very thoughts thereof. 

Tue Ambafiador was difpatched the very 
fame day, and the next there came an Ambaf- 
fador from Godfrey, the unfortunate King of 
Ferufalem, ** To return the Soltdn thanks for 
*s his many Favours, and to entreat that 
‘ twenty Chriftians might be admitted into the 

© Caftle of Ferufalem, on the hard Condition, 
«* that they fhould not hold the leaft Correfpon- 
<¢ dence with thofe of their own Faith, who 
** might happen to be there: but nothing 
further could be obtained from the Soltdn except 
the liberty of vifiting the faid City as Pilgrims, 
without Impofition, or Toll. At this Au- 
dience it was again ftrenuoufly infifted, that 
Afcalon Thould be demolifhed ; nor did it avail 
to remonftrate, that the King had been at 
great Charges in repairing it; the grant of the 
Country about it, being deemed by. the Soltdn, 
a fufficient indemnity for that lofs. It was at 
this time alfo infifted, that Darét and other 
{trong Places fhould be demolifhed in like man- 
ner. Inthree or four days this Ambaffador alfo 
was 
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was difpatched with a rich Prefent in his hands 
for his Matter, in return for two Falcons he 
had brought. 

Tue fame night came another Meflage 
from the King of England, ‘* To defire, that 

¢ the before-mentioned Plates and another 
«¢ might not be demolifhed: to remonftrate 
*¢ how inconfiderable they were to fo mighty 
<¢ a Prince as the Soltdn: toacquaint him, that 
<* it would be next to impoffible to prevail on 
*¢ the Franks to confent to fuch a Demolition : 
“¢ to entreat him to have a greater regard to 
“¢ Peace, than to fuffer it to be retarded for fo 
« flight an obftacle: and to fet forth, that the 
«< King was very defirous to return home ; a 
& Pleafure he could not hope for, if he was 
“ not complied with.’ Behold Reader, I 
eat (fays our Hiftorian) what Artifices to 

ompafs an end, fometimes foothing, fome- 
‘ones threatning, though the moft urgent ne- 
ceffity called him homewards. Truly we ftood 
in the greateft need of the divine Affiftance to 
elude his wiles; and never had we to do witha 
more polaics or more warlike Enemy. The 
Soltdén haying advifed with his Council, an- 
fwered, ** That as flight as the King was 
«¢ pleafed to make of the three places in que- 
«¢ ftion, they were by all means to be demo- 
<¢ lifhed; and that they might take Lydda in 
‘¢ the plain, to make good the Lofs at 4/a- 
“© Jon”? But upon the feventh another Am- 
baffador came from the King, to declare, 


‘s That they could not touch one Stone of 


«© Afcalon, and {corned to have fo mean a Srory 
* of them told:’? Wherefore the Soltdn pre- 
pared for War, 
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Ina fewdays the Soltdén laid clofe fiege to 
Faffa, while the King of ‘England marched 
againft Berytus. The Siege of Jaffa deferves 
well to be read in our Author’ s own words 3 
for though of fhort duration, yet for the time, 
none ever exceeded it in dreadful doings and 
obftinate behaviour on each fide. The Town it 
felf was taken, and unmercifully plundered by 
the creedy Afoflems, who here retook a good part 
of the Booty which had been taken from the E- 
gyptian Caravan and Army; but the Inhabitants, 
by the Soltis Order, retired into their Caftle, 
to be there {creened from the fury of his Peo- 
pie, who were now tranfported with an un- : 
common defire of Rapine and Revenge. The 
King of hy: td heard what was befallen to 
Fafa, an i hatened to its relief with fifty Ships, 
among, which, his own, fays our Author, wha 
faw it, was all red, and had a red Sail. He 
found that the City had been taken and plunder- 
ed, and that the Caftle was upon the point of be- 
ing evacuated.” Wherefore he landed, and‘ 
with a furious affault drove away the Moflems, 
who were in and about the Town, and poffef- 
fed himfelf of their Camp. ‘All this was tranf- 
acted in a very few days. 

Upon this occafion, feveral Mamilks fell 
into the King of Exgland’s hands, and he with 
them had a good deal of free Difcourfe; ex- 
tolling the So/tdéz, and declaring, that for his 
own part he came naked and unprepared for 
fuch a War ; profeffing, that he did not ima- 

vine the Salta could have reduced affa in 
two months, which he maftered in two days: 
then calling one to him, Go, fays | he, and fa- 
lute the Suit, and fay to him in my Name, 
* Jadjure thee to agree toa Peace, We mutt 
‘© make 
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«¢ make an end of the matter. My Realms 
‘ beyond Sea are running toruin. It is neither 
for our Intereft, or yours, that the War 
s¢ fhould be any longer protracted.” ‘The 
Soltin made anfwer, ‘* That the King might 
‘© thank himfelf that Faffa was ruined; and 
s* that now he would agree to give him up 
*¢ all from Tyre to Cafarea.” ‘Immediately 
there came another Meffage from the King, 
‘¢ That it was a Cuftom among the Franks, 
** when any one received a City, in gift, for 
‘s him, thenceforwards to become the Vaflal 
*¢ and Servant of him that gave it. That if 
*¢ the Soltén would give him Faff2 and Ajcalon, 
** the Garrifons of thofe Places fhould be al- 
*¢ ways at his command, Finally, That if the 
“© Soltdn fhould ftand in need of his Service 
‘¢ in perfon, he would fly to his aid, and af- 
‘¢ fift him with all his Abilities, fo well known 
*¢ to the Soltdu himfelf.”? The Seltdn anfwered 
to this, ** Since the King came fo far down to 
** him, he would make him as civil a return. 
«* That they would divide the two Cities be- 
** tween them 3 the 7 to have ‘affa, and 
*¢ the Soltién, Afcalon.”’? The King in anfwer 
to this ** returned thanks for fafa, but begged 
‘* he might have A/calon alfo; that a Peace 
«¢ without more ado might be happily con- 
** cluded, and he, not be obliged io winter 
here”? The Soltdn, without the leaft hefi- 
tation, replied; ‘* It is impoffible for us to 
*¢ part with Afcalon; he mutt winter here, 
“© fince he cannot but know, that the Land 
‘* now in his poffeffion, will be loft to him, 
‘as foon as he departs; nay, and even 
‘ though he ftay, if God fo pleafe. If it is 
* no trouble to him to winter here, at the 
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¢ diftance of a two Months Voyage from his 

<< Houfe and Home, and in the very bloom 
“* of his days, to abftract himfelf from the Plea- 
«< fures his Age is fond of: Iam fure it can 
“ be no great hardfhip upon me, who am 
«¢ here, in the heart of my Dominions, in the 
«< midft of my Family and Children ; where 
** IT enjoy whatever I want, in great abun- 
** dance ; befides, I grow old, and have no 
“* Jonger a tafte of Pleafures, but loath them. 
** Moreover, I have an Army for Winter, and 
“¢ an Army for Summer. Laftly, By per- 
‘¢ fifting in the War, I am firmly perfuaded, 
«¢ that I perform a moft acceptable Service to 
*¢ God: nor will I defift, till ic has pleafed 
<< him to adjudge the Victory to the one, or 
*¢ to the cther.”” 

THe Ambaffador upon hearing this, defired 
an Audience of A/-Malec Al-Adel. Inthe mean 
time, the Soltdn was affured, that the Enemy 
was marched from Ptolemais to the farther re- 
lief of Yaffa; whereupon, it was refolved to 
infeft them on their march by all poffible 
means; that they might not embody together, 
But he received Advice again, that the Enemy 
were fo far advanced on their way, that there 
would be no opportunity of molefting them ; 
but at the fame time he was told, the King of 
England \ay without Faffa, with a very {mall 
number of Tents and Men. The Soltéu tra- 
veiled al! night through by-ways, in hopes to 
jurprize him, and at dawn he reached the Tents, 
which were not above ten in number, The 
Pranks took the Alarm with great prefence of 
Mind; though they were but feventeen Horfe- 
men, according to fome, and no more than 
nine according to others; and of Foot not 
above 
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above three or four hundred. They behaved 
with fuch intrepidity, and particularly the King 
of England in perfon, that the So/tdn drew off, 
to avoid the fhame of being even routed by 
fuch a mere handful; which went the more 
againft him, as he had frefh and deep in mind, 
the baulk, and repulfe, and lofs of Baoty’te- 
taken, he had fo Jately fuftained at this fame 
place. 

Al-Malee Al-Adel, avery few days after this 
demanded a Conference with the King of Eng- 
land, and an Ambaffador fet out to acquaint him 
therewith ; but he returned the very fame day 
with News, that the King would not admit 
him into the City, ‘* That he was quite dif- 
* gufted at the difdain he was treated with by 
‘‘ the Soltén. That indeed he had been very 
*¢ defirous of returning home ; but fince the 
“¢ Soltén had detained him till it was now 
«¢ Winter, he was refolved to keep his ground, 
*¢ and would treat no farther.” 

AsouT the middle of the next Month, 
the Soltén had a great acceffion of Strength, 
and calling together his Chiefs, he thus befpoke 
them: The King of England is dangerou/ly ill ; 
the French are doubtle/s meditating their return 
over Sea, The Enemy now exbaufted, are ripe 
for Slaughter. Wherefore, I am for marching up 
to Jafta, where if any opportunity prefents it elf, 
we may lay bold on it; if not, we may march 
away for Afcalon under the covert of Night; 
whereby, if my generous warmth deceive me not, 
we may attain our end. This was determined. 
About the fame time, the King of England 
fent out for Fruit and Snow, and was co- 
ploufly fupplied; for his illnefs had brought 
oa him a great hankering after Pears and 
Peaches, 
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Peaches. The Soltén by enquiring of thofe 


who went backward and forward, informed 
himfelf of the ftate of Faffa, and the Tranfac- 
tions between the difcontented French and King 
Richard. 

PresenTLy after, the King made freth 
inftancesfor Peace, declaring, that in all he had 
done hitherto he had only meant to maintain his 
Dignity among the Franks; and that if the 
Soltdén would not abfolutely furrender Afcalon 
to him, it was to be hoped he would not think 
much of refunding the Charges he had been 
at in the Repairs there. It was anfwered,. that 
if the King would without more ado give up 
Afcalon, the Peace, fo long talked of, fhould 
take place ; for it feems, the War was grown 
infupportably grievous, even to the Soltén’s 
Forces. 

Tre Evening of the fame day, the Soltdn 
had the agreeable Advice, that the King of Exg- 
land had not only given up Afcalon, and would 
not even infift on the Charges he had been at 
there ; but was really refolved at all events to 
have a Peace. The Soltdn, however, could 
hardly think fe was in earneft, and inftantly 
fent to have fome certainty that he would not 
retract; and the King gave his Hand upon tt, 
provided the Articles ftood, as regulated at the 
firft Treaty with Al-Malec Al- Adel. 

Some few obftacles, which were prefently 
removed, arofe to retard the Ratification of 
this Peace; and the final Articles were drawn 
up by our Hiftorian, to continue in force three 
Years. And being prefented to the King of 
Enxeland, who was fick in Bed, and not able 
to perufe them; he.defired they might be car- 
ried and laid before Count Zexry and the other 

Princes, 
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Princes : and the Peace was ratified with great 
Solemnity on both fides, without lofs of 
time. ; | 

Tue Joy on both fides was inexpreffible, 
though the Soltén himfelf was far’ from being 
thoroughly pleated therewith. He declared to 
our Author, ‘* He dreaded any agreement 
«¢ with the Enemy, and knew not what he had 
“¢ beft to do - fearing it might one day or 
*¢ other prove fatal, or at leaft, highly detri- 
‘* mental to the Mo/fem Intereft.”” 

Afcalon and Faffa were demolifhed, and fiich 
multitudes of Pilgrims now flocked to Feru/alem, 
that the King of England was moved to de- 
fire of the Soltdén to admit none but fuch as 
produced his royal Permiffion. This, when it 
was underftood, only encreafed the Number 
of Devotees, whom the Soltdu réceived and 
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‘ao protected with the greateft Hofpitality ; excu- 
suid fing himfelf to the King, That he could not 
ae in Confcience refufe reception to fuch as took 





on them fo holy a Journey, In the mean 
time, the King grew worfe and worfe, and a 
Report was fpread that he was dead. 

Tue Moflem Army now disbanded, it 
was proclaimed, that the Sc/tdz would take on 
him the Pilgrimage to Mecca, and grant efpe- 
cial Favours and Privileges to thofe of his 
Army who fhould attend on him thither; and 
greatPreparations were made for this meritorious 
Expedition. 

We have given in this abftract many in- 
ftances of the Soltén’s Valour, and admirable 
conftancy inWar ; of his Humanity, confidering 
the miftaken Zeal on each fide 5 and of his great 
Prudence in negotiating Affairs of the Cabinet : 
but it remains that we give you one particular 
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and glaring Inftance of his Abilities to rule, 
how well he deferved that :Honour, and 
how equal he was to that nice and important 
Charge; which we cannot do more effectually 
than by inferting here the Advice he gave to 
one of his Sons, who upon the breaking up 
of this War, was on the point of fetting out 
for the Provinces he governed. The Soltan's 
Words to him were to this purpofe: * I in 
“* the moft earncft manner injoin you to re- 
<< verence the Almighty, who is the chief of 
‘¢ all good ; and religioufly to keep his Com- 
«* mandments. In him, is thy Salvation. Be-. 
*¢ ware how you fhed Blood, draw not that 
“© on your head, for Blood once fhed never 
“* fleeps. Again, I recommend it to you, 
** that you do your endeavour to retain the 
<< Hearts and Affections of your People, 
«¢ and diligently to cherifh and take care of 
*¢ them ; for they are not fo much committed 
<< to your charge in my Name, as in the aw- 
<< ful Name of God. Let it be alfo recom- 
“© meuded to you, to maintain a fair Under- 
«¢ ftanding and Harmony with the Chiefs, and 
Nobles, and Grandees; for I rofe not 
to this lofty pitch, but by an engaging de- 
* portment towards all. Never bear Malice 
againft any Man, left Death take you off 
in the midit of it. Beware alfo how you fo 
much as offend any one; for Man forgives 
not till Satisfaction be made; whereas, if 
* you offend God, Repentance will procure 
* your Pardon with him, for he is Merciful.” 
Tue Soltén being obliged to deter his Pil- 
erimage, determined to vifit Egypt: and ha- 
ing certain Advice that the King of Hugland 
was failed, he went to furvey the maritime 
' Ppo- 
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Provinces of Paleftine, and fo proceed to Da- 
majcus, and from thence return to Egypt again, 
taking Ferufalem in his way. In this Progrefs 
he redrefled the Grievances of the People 
where any were complained of, looked to the 
neceflary Repairs where wanting, and com- 
pleated and ftrengthned the Garrifons where 
neceffary. At length he reached Dama/cus, the 


City, as we are told, of his principal delight 


and affection. Here all without diftinétion 
were promifcuoufly admitted into his prefence, 
and the* Poets exerted their Talents to his 
Praife and Honour. Here, fays our Author, 
at the accuftomed Hours of public Bufinefs, 
He expanded the Wing of bis Fuftice, and ftretched 
out the Cloud of bis Munificence, and difpelled 
the Troubles and Injuries of the fubjeét Flock. 

’ As he was repofing and enjoying himielf 
after his infinite Toils in this earthly Paradife, 
for fuch Dama/cus is frequently and very juftly 
ftiled, he was fmitten With his laft ficknefs. It 
was a Fever of avery troublefome fort, un- 
der which he fupported himfelf, with wonder- 
ful Refignation and Temper, while his Senfes 
remained with him. At length he became de- 
lirious ; upon which a general Stagnation of 
Bufinefs, and a total Sufpenfion of what looked 
like Diverfion was obferved all over the City. 
He expired upon the 13'" day of his illnefs, 
with the moft aufpicious Signs ofa happy Exit, 
and migrated to thofe Manfions of true and per- 
feét Reft, where he hoped to be rewarded for 
his matchlefs Zeal, Piety, aud Juftice upon 
Earth, I have often, fays our Author, heard 
Men profefs, they were ready to redeem the 
Lives of their deareft deceafed Friends with 
their own; and until this day I always thought 


it 
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it was faying a little more than they would be 
really willing to make good’; but this day con- 
vinced me there is very often the fincereft Truth 
in fuch Expreffions, go 

He left not a Farthing behind him to 
defray the Expences of his Funeral; and his 
Survivors were conftrained to borrow what was 
neceflary to prepare iim for, and convey him 
to the-Sepulchre. He was brought out on a 
Bier, covered with a ftriped Garment of Silk, 
juft after the Noon-tide Prayers. At the fad 
fight the Diftraétion was fuch, that there was no 
going on with the Devotion of the Solemnity. 
He was then carried back again into the Palace 
where he fickned and died, and was buried in 
the Weftern Pavillion, or Summer Room there- 
of, a little before the time of Evening Service. 

So lived and fo died one of the greateft 
Princes that ever bore Rule upon Earth, a 
fplendid Example to all, who are laden with the 
weighty concern of watching over the happinefs 
of Nations ; and in all refpeéts well worthy of 
being propofed as a Pattern for thofe of his fub- 
lime Rank to imitite, if we except only his 
Enthufiafm, which tranfported him to what 
his Soul had naturally abhorred : fo true is it, f 
thata mean isto be obferved, even in Religion; 
which if taken on the wrong fide, is apt to en- 
flame fome Minds to all violent Attempts f 
to promote the Honour and Propagation of it ; 
unmindful that God himlelf is all Mercy, Pa- 
tience, and Long-fuffering, and by no means 
delighted with the Death, even of the greatetft

T will prepoffefs a Reader with no very 
advantageous Opinion of this Work, to 


| find the Author protefting from the very 


beginning ‘* That it was extorted from him 
** by Force *; that he had no thoughts. of 
** publifhing any thing in Chemiftry +; that 
ese he 

* In Ded, -and in Pref, + Pref. 
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<¢ he cannot pretend to’ produce any thing new 
<¢ upon it * ; that it was written in a violent 
«© hurry, amidft a thoufand Diftractions; that 
* it is fwelled with Repetitions; and that a 
<¢ multitude of things in it are very different 
“+ from what they fhould have been f.’? In 
all which Confeffions, there not only ap- 
pears much Modefty, but a good deal of 
Truth. 

Tue Occafion of its Publication, the Au- 
thor attributes to a fpurious Edition, which 
got abroad fome Years ago in Holland, by the 
indirect Praétices of fome of his Pupils, abet- 
ted by the Avarice of the Bookfellers, The 
whole Affair whereof, he relates very minutely, 
and laments in terms the moft pitiful and pier- 
cing ||. The Public, however, always back- 
ward to enter into the perfonal Complaints ef 
Authors aggrieved, will be apt to judge dif- 
ferently ; and think, that if there be any Merit 
in the prefent Work, it isin fome meafure due 
to the Editors of the former, as the occafional 
Caufe ; and thusbe inclined to over-look their 
Crime, in confideration of its Effects. Onthe 
contrary, what failings are in it, will with 
equal Juftice be laid at their door, who have 
thus dragged the learned Profeffor before the 
Public, for which he ‘was not prepared. 

Tue Author’s Defign in this Treatife, he 
informs us, was not to improve the Matter of 
the Science, but the Manner of it ; that is, to 
difpofe the Materials in a morenatural Order, 
and defcribe ’em in more clear and familiar 
Words +. So that todo him Juftice, we muft 
only confider his Work on that fide, and ex- 
amine how he has performed on the Article of 
Method and D:¢.:0n, For 

& Pref. + Ibid, (| tid, ELIA, 
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For Method, inftead of that tumultuary 
Farrago of Rules and Proceffes found in for- 
mer Writers ; he hasendeavoured to reduce ’em 
into.a kind of Chain, wherein, after the Man- 
net of Geometricians, Generals always come 
before Particulars ; and thofe necefiary for un- 
derftanding a following thing, are always pye- 
mifed to it: by which means we never come 
unprepared to a new ftep ; nor is there a necef- 
fity for repeating any Procefs *. 

For the Point of Style, it appears, that the 
Author had great defigns of keeping up to 
the Roman Purity, after the Example of Geor- 
gius Agricola. But what is more Effential, he 
declares more than once + how follicitous he 
has been to exprefs himfelf in the moft open 
and familiar Words; by avoiding Technical 
Terms, and giving every thing the turn which 
fhall make it moft obvious, and eafily con- 
ceived. 

In this, we wifh he may have met all the Suc- 
cefs the goodnefs of his Defign deferved. Some 
of his Readers, I know, donot find his Diction 
altogether fo clear and expreffive as he intended; 
and fuggeft, that of all the good Talents of 
the celebrated Profeffor of Leyden, Elocution 
is not that which he ought to value himfelf moft 
upon. Indeed, fome of his other Writings have 
given fufpicions hereof; which we are afraid 
the prefent one will not entirely remove. We 
need go no further than the firft Pages of the 
Preface it felf, and the Propofitum fubjoined, to 
find inftances, which will give us pain to re- 
concile, either to the Purity of Style, or the 
Clearnefs of Expreffion.

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Inpeep, For Latinity, his having failed 
therein, is very excufable, and will be more 
fo, with fome People, than his having ate 
tempted it. A Syftem of Chemiitry, all in 
Ciceronian Terms, feems a defperate Defign ; 
and fitter perhaps for a Caftalio, or a Bembus, 
than a Boerhaave. The Work would not have 
been the worfe, if he had called known things, 
by their known Names, without fometimes in- 
troducing Terms, which an antient Roman would 
be as much puzzled at, asa Modern, E. gr. 
when he calls Tartar, Lapillus Vini* 3 a Cru- 
cible, Catillus fuforius,; a Retort, Cornutas 
or when he ufes Exprefio for Deftillatio, and the 
like. Thefe will be rubs in many of his Rea- 
ders way; and may even fometimes miflead 
*em : as when he fpeaks of Spiritus Nitri Ex- 
preffus, may not fome Novice in thefe Mat- 
ters, conclude that Spirit of Nitre is procurable 
by preffing? 

For his manner of writing, the reigning 
Character of it is to be clofe, fummary, and 
accurate: which he feems every where to aim 
at, at the expence of the eafy, the natural, and 
the perfpicuous. He often labours hard to 
favea Word, and turns a Period into twenty 
different Forms, in order to take not that which 
is cleareft and moft natural, but that which is 
the fhorteft. Hence fome of his Periods appear, 
as if inverted; and might well enough be read 
backwards ¢. Yet we gain little by this ex-

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ceffive clofenefs; the Printer being as pro- 
fufe; as the Author is fparing. While the one 
is pinching his Matter into the leaft, the other 
is diftending it into the greateft compafs pof- 
fible. Had the latter been lefs referved of his 
‘Words, and the former more frugal of Letter 
and Margin, the Book would both have been 
more agreeable to read, and eafier to pur- 
chafe. 

InpEED, fometimes the Author is not fo pro- 
perly concife, asdenfe, if I may ufe the Word. 
When the Subject is limpid of it felf, he fre- 
quently infpiffates it, by throwing in a heap of 
Circumftances not Effential to it. ”’Twill be 
difficult to give an Idea of his manner of Wri- 
ting, to thofe who have not feen his Books 5 
as not being reducible to any of the Genera 
Diétionis \aid down by Rhetoricians. It fhews 
it felf chiefly in Defcriptions, wherein his Me- 
thod is, not to ftrike at the quick of a thing 
at once, but to compafs and run round its not 
to endeavour to hit it fo much by the even- 


nefs of the aim, as by the multitude of Strokes ° 


and Trials, and without dwelling on its Fffence, 
to rehearfe its Adjuntts, and Appurtenances. 
Thus if he have occafion to fay, That ** one of 
«* the Juices of Flowers is Honey *, and another 
«© Wax ;” he curforily indicates the things 
themfelves ; and then caiting about for theirAn- 
tecedents and Confequents, adds, with regard to 
Honey +, That ‘* the Bees fip it up, convey it

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<¢ into their Folliculi, difgorge it into their 
«¢ Combs, and feal it up with Wax.” With 
regard to Wax *, “* That the fame Infeéts fcrape 
‘+ it off with their rough Legs, mould it into 
** round Balls, lodge it on the hind part of their 
** Abdomen, carry it into their Hives to be 
‘© ready for the making, and fealing up their 
«© Combs.”? By this means he has found the 
way of combining the greateft Concifenefs with 
the utmoft Prolixity. 

Tue excellent Author, however, doés not: 
confine himfelf to one manner of writing, but 
roves through all the Species of Eloquence, 
and fhines both-in the Jejune and the Florid, 
the Summary and the Copious, in the different 
Parts of his Book. In the Hiftory of Che- 
miftry, he is extremely referved and barren ; 
in the Object of the Art, infinitely clofe and 
fhort; in the Ufes, full of Flights and Orna- 
ments; and in the Inftrument of Fire, the moft 
diffufive Writer of the Age. Here, fo zealous 
does he grow to be underftood, and fo fearful 
left any thing pafs unheeded ; that he is never 
tired with Explaining and Amplification. The 
moft Oracular Author alive, who has never been 
ufed to ipeak but with a profundity,which might 
have become the Tripod; here lays afide his 
Majetty, and in favour of his dear Pupils, fcru- 
pies not to deal in Repetitions, Pleonafms, Epi- 
thets, Antichets, and other Decorations of Rhe- 
toric. Ife does not here fly rapidly over things, 
almoft without touching *em; but he fettles 
wherever he comes, and like a Tartar-Hord, 
never quits che Ground while there is a bit of 
green Elerbage lefi. Fle chat could hitherto 
Skim over Matters of the greatett Curiofity, and 

. croud 
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croud the whole //iffory and Anatomy of Vegeta- 
bles into lefs than feven fmall Pages, can here 
give us double the number, on the Properties ne- 
ceflary to a Criterion of Fire; which a Schooi- 
man would have expreffed in three Words, Cox- 
venire omni, foli, ac femper. In fhort, he ftarts 
nothing here, but what he runs down; fol- 
lows it into all its lengths, takes it in all its 
Attitudes ; gives it us firft, by way of Antici- 
pation, again exprefly, then again in its Con- 
fequences, and ufually once more in fome Re- 
flexion, or Recapitulation. He doubles on him- 
felf every moment, runs Divifions on a need- 
lefS Point, ftops fhort at each Step, and often 
turns back to point out the Wonders he has 
delivered *, The Reader may perceive, I am 
prattifing fomething of his Manner in this 
very Defcription ; but will have a better Idea 
of it, froma fingle Paffage of the Author, 
than from all I have faid. The Propofition, 
then, ‘* That Cold ftrengthens Bodies, by 
«« bringing their Parts nearer each other,” 
#s thus expreffed in our Author’s Style. ** Cold 
*¢ alfo confolidates all thofe called firm Bodies ; 
«¢ forafmuch as it makes that thing in Bodies, 
*¢ which we call Body, be contained in lefs 
«¢ Space than it filled before. And hence it 
<¢ unites all its Matter clofer; by which means 
“¢ a ftronger Cohefion of the whole Mafs ufu- 
“ally arifes; which is denominated Strength, 
s© or Firmnefs in Bodies. It aifo makes the 
‘© feveral Parts whereof the whole Body is 
*© compofed, cohere more ftrongly to each 
“¢ other, and not be feparable from their con-

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ticuous ones, by fo fmall a force as they 
‘¢ were before. Laftly, So far as we can 
«¢ Jearn, it binds the fimalleft Parts of the 
<< Corporeal Mafs together, as well as the 
<¢ whole Mafs it felf’—So this other Propofi- 
tion, ‘* Melted Iron retains the fame bulk,&zc*.”” 
in the Author ftandsthus. Iron melted into a 
liquified Matter, appears in the Veffel wherein 
the melted Metal is now contained, as of the 
fame bulk, &e +. 

We muft not difmifs the Article of Diétion, 
without obferving the Author’s fingular Art 
in raifing vulgar things by the Pomp where- 
with he defcribes them. The moft trivial 
Matters acquire a Solemnity under his Hands, 
and grow up as by Magic, into Matters of 
Importance. Thus, that a hot Poker will burn 
Bodies, tho’ it give no Light; is no great 
Myftery. But let Dr. Boerbaave lay his hand 
on it, and it appears with all the Parade of a 
Phyfico-Chemic:l Experiment. Thus—‘* Take 
‘s an Iron out of the Fire, before it be red- 
«* hot, and while it only approaches thereto ; 
« put it in a very dark place: and it will 
«¢ emjt no Light: yet if you touch an Ani-

ss of Fire, and even kindle a live Flame *.” 
Tuese things we are to fuppofe calculated 

for the Meridian of Leyden, but will hardly 
go down at London. It might give us no ad- 
vantageous Idea of our Profeffor’s Pupils, 
whom, however, he frequently ftyles, Doé7i/- 
fimi, Nobilifimi, &c. to fuppofe *em to need 
fuch Abecedarian Inftructions.—But, in effeét, 
the Fault is not in them, nor yet in the 

Author, nor can any where be fairly laid, but 

on thofe officious Editors above mentioned 3 

who have extorted the Book from him before 

it was matured, Elfe we had feen the Chap- 
ter of Fire as Laconic as that of Metals; and 
the whole Book of a piece wjth his incom- 
parable Inftitutions and Aphorijms. This re- 
habilitates Dr. Boerhaave in his Name, and Ho- 
nours 3 and we fee failings in his Book, without 
lofing any thing of our Efteem for the Author. 
We may add, that the Work ic felf, with 
all its failings, is far fuperior to any thing of 
the kind extant; and tho’ it may appear in 
fome refpeéts inferior to the former Edition, 
in others it has much the advantage of it. If 
the former ufually delivers things in a more 
full and explicit, as well as a more natural and 
R 4 agree-

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agreeable Manner; and contains a number of 
Inftances, Characters of Authors, Hints, Que- 
ries, and Paradoxes omitted in this: The lat- 
ter is more Uniform, Confiftent, and Correét, 
and tho’ much fhorter in moft parts, in fome 
others is incomparably fuller. 

Own the whole, the Gentleman of Oxford 
who has undertaken a Tranflation, would do 
well, in the Courfe of his Work, to have an 
Eye toboth: make the latter his Bafis; but 
in fome Parts, call in the former, by way of 
Comment, and Illuftration, and in others, 
without departing from the Laws of Tranfla- 
tion, qualify the Redundancies of Style, and re- 
duce it nearer to the Engli/h Standard. He will 
alfo finda multitude of Errors and Inaccuracies 
to correct, fome of which the Author feems to 
have fallen into, by his Rhetorification. As 
when, after obferving that Bodies by expand- 
ing by Heat, become bigger in hot Climates 
than in cold? and coniequently fpecifically 
lighter 3 he adds, ** inafmuch as they contain lefs 
Matter under more Surface *.? Which is evi- 
dently falfe, and feems only to have been here 
introduced by way of Antithet, for the fake 
of oppofing More to Les. And to the like 
Caufe we may refer another Miftake in the 
following Paffage. «* As Cold increafes to a 
«¢ oreater Degree, the Contra¢tion of Bodies alfo 
«* increafes; and their former Expanfion alfo 
«© becomes lefs, ina lets Degree of Cold +.” 
Where what is called Expanfion, and ftands in

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Antithefis to Contraéion, fhould in juftnefs have 
been Contraétion itfelf. Dr. Boerhaave, Lown, 
if any Man, ought to be exempted from 
the Imputation of fuch Errors as thefe, which 
we ought to father on the Printer, Copift, the 
Corrector, or any Perfon rather than him ; but 
that by figning the Book in fo much Form, with 
his own Hand, he has in fome meafure made 
himfelf anfwerable for every thing in it. Befides, 
that there are plenty of Faults of another kind 
for the Printer to anfwer for ; as well as for the 
Graver, who begins to blunder from the very 
firft Plate, the third Figure whereof he has, by. 
this means, made utterly unintelligible. 

Tuus much for the Book in general 
its Manner, Method, and Style. We come 
now toa nearer Suryey of its Parts; and to 
indicate the Matters or Contents thereof.—The 
Author divides it into three Parts, viz. A. 
Hiftory of Chemiftry, containing 25 Pages ; 
a Theory, containing 870 Pages; anda Prac- 
tice, containing 538 Pages. 

To the whole are prefixed a Dedication, 
Preface, Cuts, a Table of Contents to the 
Theory ; a Table of Operations to the Prac- 
tice: and at the end of each Volume a copious 
well-digefted Index. 

Tue Dedication to his Brother fames Boer- 
Laave, lets us into a piece of Litterary Hiftory, 
viz. That our Learned Author and his Brother 
have exchanged Profeffions; the firft having 
fet out in the way of Divinity, and the latter, 
now a Minifter at Utrecht, in that of Phyfic. 

Art the end of the Preface, he gives us a 
Lit of his genuine Writings, which are but 
few, viz. his Inflitutions, Aphorifins, Index of 
Plants, 20d Book de Alstevig Mediga; be- 

fides 
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fides occafional Orations, and Prefaces to other 
Books. 

Tue Cuts are done with great negligence, 
and tho” there be exprefs Defcriptions to each, 
on the oppofite Pages,which {wells ’em immode- 
rately, there is fo ill an underftanding between 
the Text, the Defcription, and the Figure, 
that they often puzzle and contradict, inftead 
of explaining each other. Of which we 
have an Inftance in the very firft Plate, where 
in the third Figure we find Letters omitted, 
which are referred to in the Defcription; and 
even in the Defcription the fame thing is re- 
ferred to, fometimes by one Letter, fometimes 
by another *.

sausteey the Antiquity of which the Author af- 
ter Zozimus the Panopolitan, traces beyond the 
Deluge. ItsEtymon he derives, after Bochart, 
from the Arabic Chema, to hide; as denoting 
the fecrecy wherewith it was kept ; or from 
the Evyptian Chemia, the black of the Eye, to 
denote the great Value put on it. 

In thofe early days, the Term was ufed, 
fometimes to fignify the Knowledge of natural 
things ; and fometimes to denote a Book, con- 
taining the Rules of that Science, pretended to 
have becn given by Angels to the antient Pa- 
triarchs +. In after-times, the fame term was 
peculiarly applied to the Art of working Me- 
tals, as being a Capital Branch of Natural 
Science as then practifed ; and in late days it 
has alfo been given to the Art of tranfmuting 
Metals, and making Gold ||,—The Author 
fubjoins feveral other Names, whereby Che- 

millry 
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miftry has been known in different Ages and 
Countries, as Chemt, Alkumia, tucv9, romnet, Spa- 
giria, and the Hyffopie Art *. 

F rom the Name he proceeds to the Thing 
itfelf; and enquires into the Origin, and An- 
tiquity of it, particularly the’ Adetallurgic Part, Metallurg. 
which he obferves to have been practiied in the rg. 
Antediluvian Age, by Tubal-cain, Son of La- 
mech, whom after Vofius he makes the Vulcan 
of the Antients, and argues him to have been 
thoroughly verfed in Chemiftry, inafmuch 
as Scripture reprefents him as able to make 
Utenfils of Brafs and Iron ; two Metals which 
our Author fhews, after Agricola and Ercker, 
are very difficult of Preparation ; and require 
a thorough {kill in Metals tomanage +. 

He proceeds next to inquire into the Coun- coyntry, 
jry where Chemiftry had its rife; which he 
fhews, from the Inftance of Tubal-cain above- 
mentioned, to have been the fame with that 
inhabited by the firft Men, viz. Mefopotamia: Mefopot. 
from whence Chemiftry like other Arts was 
propagated into Egypt, which foor became its goype, 
chief Seat, and the place where it was cultivated 
with greateft fuccefs. Accordingly Mo/és is al- 
ledged to have been a great Chemift ; fince he 
was able to burn Gold, pulverize, and make 
itinto a potable Liquor; a pitch of fkill be- 
yond what the modern Chemifts can pretend 
to. This proficiency of the antient Egyptians 
in the Chemical Art, Dr. Boerbaave farther 
confirms from this, that Hgypt it felf in the 
facred Language of the Country, was called. 
Chemia, and Hermochemios, allo Hepbaiftia, 
and Vulcania ; and that there was a magni- 
ficent Temple at Memphis, erected to Vulcan

under the Name of Asa Hoasoy, from nese: to 
burn *. 

T He Author goes on to enquire into that 
other Branch of Chemiftry, which aims at 
the making of Gold out of the bafer Metals, 
either by Converfion, Maturation, or Separa- 
tion, which the Arabs of late days, he fays, 
have denominated Alchemia, or Alchimia. he 

rigin of this Art is very obfcure: fome carry 
it back very fr +3 Swidas, in particular, re- 
lates, that Dioclefian, who lived at the latter 
end of the third Century, ordered all the 
Books on this Subject to be burnt, on account 
of fome Plot which the Egyptians were hatch- 
ing againft the Roman State, But in another 
place, the fame Author goes much higher ; 
makes the Art to have been known, and prac- 
tifed at the time of the Argonauts ; and afferts 
expreffly, that the Golden Fleece, which was the 
Object of their Expedition, was no other than 
a Book called Acegs, wherein the manner of 
making Gold was exaétly defcribed |. But 
he produces no Vouchers for this ;| and what 
renders his Teftimony the lefs credible, is, that 
the antient Authors, who had the beft oppor- 
tunity of being informed of the Matter, and 
whofe Subject naturally led ’em to have men- 
tioned it, as Sanchoniathon, Orpheus, Homer, 
Hefiod, Pindar, Herodotus, Thucydides, Hip- 
pocrates, Ariftotle, Theopbraftus, Galen, and 
Diofcorides, are utterly filent on it. 

T HE moft antient Teftimonies concerning it, 
are thofe of Ful. Firmicus Maternus, an Author 
of the fourth Century, who fpeaks of Alche- 
my asa thing then well known. Aineas Gazaus 

in 
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in the fifth Century ; G. Syncellus in the feventh 5 
and Anaftafius the Sinaite, in the eighth Cen- 
tury, fpeak of it ftill more plainly; from 
which time the Art appears to have been com- 
mon enough, and cultivated by a multitude of 
Greek Authors *, chiefly Ecclefiaftics, whofe 
Names the Author here rehearfes ; but whofe 
Writings ftill remain unpublifhed in the Li- 
braries of Rome, Venice, and Paris +. 

T He chief who have made Improvements in Principal 

this Branch of the Art, are Geber, the Arab, who 4lche- 
lived in the feventh Century ; Morienus, a Monk 4: 
of Ferufalem, before the Year 11823; Albertus 
Magnus, a German, about the Year 1200; 
Roger Bacon, a Monk of Weftminfter, about 
the Year 12263 George Ripley, Canon of Brid- 
lington, about the fame time; Raimund Lully, 
a Spaniard, about the Year 12353 Foban de 
Rupeftiffa, a Francifcan, about the Year 1375 ; 
Tfaac and ohn Hollandus, Dutchmen; and Bafib 
Valentine, ufually by miftake faid to have been 
a Monk of Erffurt. The Author gives us a 
Catalogue of the Writings of each of thefe, 
and the time and place of the Edition of many 
of *’em ||. 

For that other Branch of Alchemy, which vgiverfad 
feeks an Univerfal Medicine, the Author attri- Remedy. 
butes its Origin to that figurative Style ufedorigin, 
by the Arabian Chemifts +; who calling the 
imperfect Metals fick Men, Gold a found Man, 
the Impurity of Metals, Leprofy; and the 

eans of meliorating them, Medicines ; gave 
pccafion to a notion among the Populace, that 
the fame thing which turned other Metals into 
Gold, would change fick Men into found 

ones :

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ones: which was further confirmed, when the 
Arabs began to apply Chemiftry to the Art 
of extracting Medicinal Virtues from Drugs, of 
which the firft Inftance was given by. Rhazes. 

Medical From that time Chemiftry was chiefly 

Chemifiry. cultivated with a view to Phyfic; efpecially 
after Ba/fil Valentine’s Treatife of Antimony, 
and the Doétrine of three Principles broached 
by him, which fet the whole Nation of Che- 
mifts in queft after Medicines; by which 
means Phyfic, which had till now been wholly 
Galenical, turned entirely into the Vein of 
Chemiftry. 

Venereat An Accident which happened about the 

Difeafe. fame time, had alfo its fhare in the Effect: 

RY. The Venereal Difeafe had juft then made its ap- 
pearance, which the common School-Medicine 
was not able to cure. But Carpus, an Italian 
Chemift, having by the Ufe of Mercury difco- 
vered a Specific, henceforwards nothing in Me- 
dicine would go down that was not thoroughly 
Chemical. 

THE great Promoters of this Branch, weré 
Paracelfus, and Heimont, whofe Hiftories the 
Author gives us more in detail ; as collected 
from their own Writings *. 

Paracelfus. Theoph. Aureol. Paracelfus Bombaft, ab Ho- 
benbein, was born in 1493, at Hinfidlen, a 
Village near Zurich in Switzerland ; and edu- 
cated firft in Phyfic under his Father, then 
in Chemiftry under the Abbot Trithemius, 
and afterwards under Sigi/mund Fuggerus of 
Schwatz. He travelled through moft Coun- 
tries of Europe to fee the Mines, vifit the Aca- 
demies, and pick up Secrets + ; and was taken 
prifoner on the Frontiers of Rufia by the 

Tartars 

* B. 19. { p. 20% 
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Tartars; who fent him to Conftantinople. He 
afterwards ferved as Phyfician and Surgeon in 
feveral Camps and Sieges, and was at laft 
made Profeflor of Phyfic at Bafl*, He had 
feveral Remedies, as Opium and Mercury, un- 
known to others at that time, wherewith he 
wrought great Cures. For his indifcreet Beha- 
viour to the Magiftrates of Ba/il, he was ob- 
liged to quit the Place privately ; after which 
he ftrolled about //atia two or three Years, 
always drunk, yet working notable Cures, 
and died in a public Inn at Saltzburg, in 
1541 tT. 

Fo. Baptift Van Helmont, was of a noble Fa- Helmont; 
mily at Brufféls, born in 1577. He applied 
himfelf to Phyfic againft his Parents Confent |, 
and was created Doétor at twenty two Years of 
Age. But finding the Infufficiency of the 
School-Phyfic, which could not cure him of 
the Jtch, he threw afide his Profeffion in dif- 
dain, and took to travelling ; where meeting 
with a Chemift, from whom he received bet- 
ter Inftructions, he devoted himfelf thence- 
forth to the new Art ; and in order thereto re- 
tired to Welwoord, where he fpent his whole 
time in making Experiments, many of ’em 
with great danger of his Life: And died in 
1644. 

THES £ two Authors have been fucceeded 
in the fame way, by many later ones, as Fraw, 
de la Boe Sylvius, Otto Tachenius, and others ¢. 

Tue Author clofes this part with a Methodius 
Studendi, or an Account of the beft Books in 
each Branch of the Science ** : beginning 
with the Syfems, or Cour/es of Practical Opera- 
tions; the principal of which are thole of 

Cre bees Sy 
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Crollius, Beguinus, Hartmannus,Glafer, Le Febure, 
Lemery, Le Mort,and Barchaufen.—T hen follows 
thofe in the Art of Metals, the chief whereof 
are * Geber, G. Agricola, Laz. Erckern, Glau- 
ber, Becher, Kunke!, Borrichius.—Then thofe 
in Alchemy, the chief of which are, Morienus, 
R. Bacon, G. Ripley, R. Lully, Bern. Com. 
Trevifan, If. Hollandus, Bafil Valentine, Arte- 
phius, Irenaeus Pbilaletha, Mic. Sendivogius, 
Paracelfus, Van Helmont, and others found in 
the Theatrum Chemicum and Turba Philofopho- 
rum.—Laftly, He enumerates thofe who have 
applied Chemiftry to Philofophy and Phyfic ; 
the chief whereof are [elmont, Mr. Boyle, 
F. Bobnius, Drs. Cox, and Slare, M. Homberg, 
Geoffroy and Lemery, G. Ern. Stabl, and Fred. 
Hoffman +. 

Tuvus ends the Hiftory of Chemiftry; 
wherein it were to be wifhed the Author had 
avoided that Confufion vifible in the firft Part 
of it; the drift whereof, as it ftands in his Text, 
few Perfons will readily comprehend. 

He would alfo have been read with more 
pleafure, if he had been lefs jejune, and not ufu- 
ally have contented himfelf to give us a dry litt 
of the Names of Chemifts, and Titles of ob{cure 
Maniufiripts lock’d up in two or three Libraries, 
’Tis pity too, lie fhould have confined his 


‘purfuits fo near homie, when he had room to 


have followed tic Art into Jndia, Arabia, 
China, and other Eatftern Countries, which 
would have afforded him a multitude of cu- 
rious and interciting Incidents ; as appears b 
thofe tranfient Notices given us by Ij: Vofius ||, 
2

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Dr. Dickenofn *, D’Herbelot +, the Academy 
of Nature Curiofa ||, the Jefuit Miffiona- 
ries ¢, and other Authors. But what would 
have rejoiced the Friends of Dr. Boérbaave 
{till more, is, if he had fhewn lefs fondnefs 
and partiality for his Art, and not have endea- 
voured, after the manner of vulgar Writers, 
to raife its Dignity beyond all Reafon and Mea- 
fure ; which has drawn him to advance many 
things on flender Grounds, and even fome- 
times inconfiftent with one another. As when, 
to render the Art more extraordinary, h¢ 
feems to adopt idle Stories of I know not what 
Intrigues between Demons and Women in 
Antediluvian Days **, on the Credit of a fuf- 
pected Monkifh Writer ; which, tho’ he at 
firft treat as Fables, he afterwards fuppofes 
true, anddrawsa conclufion from *’em, that the 
Word Chemia was in ufe before the Flood ++. 
—Or when, toconfirm the Antiquity of the Art 
he makes Vulcan \\\| the fame with Tubal-cain, and 
confequently prior to the Flood, contrary ta 
the Opinion of the beft Writers; and after Sir 
Tfaac Newton has fhewn Vulcan to be the fame 
with the antient Thoas, or Ciayras, or Baal- 
Caan, and only to have lived about the time 
of David.—Or when, to make the Art appear 
of Egyptian Origin, he fuppofes Vulcan the 
firft Monarch of Egypt ++, whom the moft 
authentic Accounts, only make a petty Prince

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of fome Ifland in the Archipelago; as Sicilyy 
Lipara, Cyprus, or Lemnos. Nor can Tubal- 
cain, the eighth from Adam, be made Foun- 
der of the Kingdom of Egypt, without car- 
rying the Antiquities of that Country beyond. 
what either Sacred or Prophane Hiftory will 
warrant. Add, that to make Chemiftry the 
more venerable, he derives it from a Word which 
denotes a thing Secret * 5 and in order thereto, 
fuppofes it originally Arabic; yet to have been 
in ufe before the Flood +: two things which 
he will have much ado to reconcile with each 
other, unlefs he can fhew, that the Arabs were 
a Nation before the Difperfion ; and their Lan- 
guage in ufe long before Babel: Neither of 
which they themfelves pretend to |. 

In our next Journal we fhall proceed to 
give an Account of the Author’s Theory of 
Chemiftry ; and in the following one, of his 
Practice.

HIS learned Work is an Introduétion 

to the Jnftitutes of the Emperor Fu/tinian, 

and contains a great deal of Erudition, and 
feveral very curious Obfervations. The whole 
Work is divided into eight Chapters. Inthe 
firft, the Author enumerates the many Manu- 
{cript Copies of the Inftitutes, that are to be 
found in divers public, as well as private Libra- 
ries of Europe. In the fecond, he treats of 
the various Tranflations of the Jn/titutes, and 
prefers to all others the Greek Verfion, done 
by Theophilus, from the Original Copy of 
J uftinian, and while that Emperor was ftill alive, 
or, at leaft, not long after his Death. Forhe 
tranflates the following Words of Fu/finian 
(§. ult. de ufucap.) Noftra autem divina Confti- 
tutio, quam nuper promulgavimus, thus, cee KR 
G8 nucrips Bawatos Aedrmhis, nv CvayyD <"egewnse 
extat &S Principis noftri Conftitutio quain NuPer 
emifit, Theophilus kept fo clofe to the Origi- 
5 2 nal, 
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nal, that he retained in his Greek Tranflatior 
feveral Latin Expreffions, and all the Tech- 
nical Words, which other Interpreters, lefs 
fcrupulous, afterwards tranflated into Greek. 
In the third Chapter, Mr. Ludewig gives us a 
Catalogue of all the Authors, who have writ- 
ten Comments on the ZIJnftitutes ; pafles his 
Judgment on their Works, acquaints us with 
their beft Editions, &c. In the fourth he re- 
lates the Commendations that have been be- 
{towed upon them by fome Writers, and the 
Objections made againft them by others. The 
fifth Chapter contains a Differtation on the 
Title of the Jn/titutes, on the Rubricks, Para- 
graphs, Stops, Accents, &#c. In the fixth he 
treats of the Preface prefixed to the Inftitutes, 
which he takes to have been added after Fu/ti- 
nian’s Time. In the feventh, he examines, 
whether thefe Words, Ju nomine domini noftri 
Felu Chrifti, before the Inftitutes, be genuine or 
fuppofititious. He is of opinion, that they 
were truly ufed by Fu/tinian; but exclaims 
againft the modern Cuftom of prefixing the 
holy Name of God, of the Trinity, or Jefus 
Chrift, to all public Inftruments, Contracts, 
Laft Wills, &@c. To invoke the Name of God, 
fays he, in things, which are of no great mo- 
ment, is taking it in vain, and prophaning it. 
He calls this Cuftom impious, hypocritical, and 


Superftitious. As to the Words Dei Gratia, by 


the Grace of God, ufed by Princes and great 
Men in their Titles ; Father A@adillon is of 
opinion, that it was firft ufed by Pepin, to 
cover his unjuft Ufurpation, and make the 
common People believe, that the Crown was 
beftowed on him by a particular Favour of 


Hea- 
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Heaven. Others, namely Becmannus *, think 
that the Words, Jn nomine Dei, ufed by the 
Emperor Fuftinian, were in procefs of time 
changed by his Succeffors into thofe others, Dei 
Gratia. For the Emperor Zeo often ufed, as 
he fhews, thefe Motto’s ; Aiwy év Oca Brmacdss 
ey Xpis® Ged msds Bamasvs, cw avopan te deomay 
Inge Xeiet> 98 Ged judy auroxpd7we Kaxcuge Our Au- 
thor produces a Medal of Wamba, King of 
Spain in 672, with the following Letters IN. 
DI. NM: WAMBA. R. that is, In Dei nomine 
Wamba Rex, to prove, that the Motto Jz 
Dei nomine uled by Fuftinian, was borrowed 
from him by other Princes. But as to the 
Words Dei Gratia, he thinks they were firft 
ufed by every one, as a Teftimony of Piety 
and Religion ; for all the Priefts, who affifted 
at the Council of Conjftantinople, fubfcribed 
thus, tate @ct wpzr3u7ee@-, Dei Gratia Presbyter. 
They became afterwards a Character of Power, 
and Princes alone were allowed to ufé them. 
Hence fome great Men of France were charged 
with High-Treafon, as our Author obferves, 
for adding them to their Titles. The eighth 
Chapter, (which takes up above two thirds of 
the Book) contains the Life of the Emperor 
Fuftinian, What our Author relates of him, is 
taken from the Greek and Latin Writers, who 
were either Contemporaries with that Emperor, 
or flourifhed in the fame Century ; and there- 
fore deferves particular Notice. 

Fuftinian, furnamed the Great, was born the 
5** of May 482, ina fmall Village, fituate 
in the Country of the Dardani, and called by 

S 3 the 
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the Natives Achrida or Ochrida * ; but by the 
Romans, Taurefia. Some Geographers place 
the Village, in which he was born, in Dalma- 
tia, others in Macedonia, and fome in Bul- 
garia. ‘Fuftinian was no fooner raifed to the 
Imperial Dignity, but he declared it the Me- 
tropolis of Dacia, Triballia, Dardania, My/fia, 
Pannonia, Macedonia, Hungary, Servia, Mol- 
davia, Albania, and Bulgaria, honoured it with 
the See of an Archbifhop, and named it from 
himfelf Fu/finiana, with the Epithet Prima, in 
order to diftinguifh it from fu/tiniana Secunda, 
a City of Cyprus, on which likewife he be- 
ftowed great Honours, it being the Native 
Country of his Wife Theodora. Our Empe- 
ror’s Father was called, in the Language of 
the Country, Jock (that is, Stock or Trunk,) 
and his Mother Biglentz ; which by the Latins 
were changed into Sabatius + and Vigilantia. 
The Emperor’s own Name was Uprauda, from 
the Illyric or Sclavonic Word Uprait, fignifying 
upright, boneft, juft ; from whence he was pro- 
bably called Fu/ftinian, tho’ Authors com- 
monly form that Name from the Name of 
the Emperor Fu/ftin, his Uncle, who adopted 
him. Some Writers of great note, among 
whom Fornandes ||, fuppofe the Family of the 
Emperor 7linian to bea Branch of the Ani- 
cian Family, which was one of the moft il- 
juftrious of Rome, and commonly believed to 
be the true Family of ineas. ‘Thefe Authors 

tell

{| Fornan, de Rebus Geticis, . 
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tell us, that fome of the Anician Family, ha- 
ving accompanied the Emperor Arcadius, (0- 
thers fay Theodofius) to Conftantinople, were 
created by him Prefects of I/lyricum, and the 
neighbouring Provinces,where they fettled, and 
remained ’till the Emperor Fu/fin was raifed 
tothe Throne. And this is the Reafon why 
Fuftinian afflumed the Titles of neida and 
Trojanus; as appears from a Manufcript 
Copy of fome Privileges he granted to the 
Monaftery of Monte Ca/fino, which begins thus: 
In nomine D. N. I. C. Imperator, Caefar, Fla- 
vius Fuftinianus FEntipa. Pope Vigilius gives 
him the fame Title, and writes to him in the 
following Terms: Pii/fimo & Sereniffimo Vic- 
tori, Triumpbatori, Flavio, Fujftiniano, Conftan- 
tino, Imperatori Augufto, FEntip@, Vigilius 
Epifcopus fedis Apoftclice fenioris Roma. Foan- 
nes Seifridus, Abbot of a Monaftery in the 
Archdukedom of Auftria, endeavours to prove 
(in no fewer than feven Books) that the Houfe 
of Auftria is a Branch of the Anician Family, 
and defcended from A£neas, as well as the Em- 
peror Fuffinian, whom he places among the 
Heroes of the Houfe of Aujiria. His Book 
(which is very fcarce) is entitled, ArBor 
Aniciana, feu Genealogia Auftrie domus Prina 
cipum ab antiquifima Aniwcia urbis Rome Fa- 
milia libris feptem. Vienne 1613. Folio. As out 
Author bears the Character of a Man of great 
Learning, and good Senfe, we cannot think he 
{peaks in earneft, when he fays, that the Em- 
pire belongs, as it were by Hereditary Right, 
to the Houfe of Au/ftria, becaufe it was founded 
by one of the Aujtrian Family, viz. by Julius 
Cefar. He applies to the Houle of Aujtria 
the following Prediction, related by Flavius 
4 b opijcus 
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Vopifcus (in Floriano cap. 2.) One day an Em- 
peror fprung from the Anician Stock, jball 
fway the Roman Empire, give Fudges to the 
PersIANS and PARTHIANS 3 govern the 
Franks and ALeMaAns; with the Laws of 
Rome; drive all the BARBARIANS out of 
AFRIC3 appoint Governors over the Taro- 
BANI 3 fend a Proconful into the Great IsLanp, 
(that: is, into Great Britain; ) and baving 
fubdued all Nations, become abfolute Lord of the 
Univerfe. Mr. Ludewig, however, thinks there 
is no likelihood that this Predi¢tion will be 
fulfilled in our days. 
But to return to Fujftinian; he was fent 
very early by his Parents to the Academy of 
Conftantinople, where he applied himfelf to the 
Study of Mathematics, Mufic, Philofophy, Di- 
vinity and Law, with fuch Succefs, that he 
was efteemed the moft learned Man of his Age 
in thefe five Sciences, and commonly ftyled, 
the moft Learned, the moft Wife, the great Di- 
wine, 8c, He wrote feveral Books of Divinity, 
on which the Ecclefiaftical Writers have be- 
ftowed great Encomiums. The Book he com- 
pofed againft the Neftorians and Acephali was 
propofed as a Rule of Faith by the Fathers 
of the third Council of Ccn/tantimople, held in 
879. His Books againft Origin, and thofe he 
wrote upon the My/lery of the Incarnation, as 
jikewife his Svmbolum, or Confeffion of Faith, 
and his Work, entitled, Pro stribus Capitulis, 
wherein he endeavoured to reconcile the Orthe- 
dox and the Acephali, are mentioned and greatly 
extolled by Cedrenus, Vicior, Ifidorus, Facun- 
dus Hermianenfis, and others. Notwithftanding 
the Authority of fo many Writers, fome have 
advanced, that 7u/linian paffcd from the Plough 
te 
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to the Imperial Throne; that he was fo igno- 
rant as not to be able to write his own Name, 
and was thence furnamed Fujftinian the Igno- 
rant *, Thefe were, no doubt, mifled by 
Suidas, who at the Word Fuftinianus fays: 
Iusiviavds, & Bacrrsds poyaiov, opodEorares iv Jt 
audInTs Yyeauudrov cmvrwy 4 Te dW Asyouevon 
ANAA®ABHTOS; Fujtinianus, Rex Romanorum, 
Orthodoxus, Erat autem doftrinarum €8 littera- 
rum”omnium ignarus. Diétus ideo ANALPHA- 
BETWS. But itis plain, that inftead of Fu/ti- 
nianus we ought to read Fuftinus, who, as we 
are told by Procopius +, was fo dull, that he 
could never learn to write his own Name, and 
was therefore called Analphabetus. Befides, 
Suidas himfelf repeats, at the Word duaSins, 
in {peaking of Fu/tin, what he is fuppofed to 
fay here of Fuftinian; which is an evident 
proof, that the former Paffage is not genuine. 

From the Academy of Conftantinople our 
Fuftinian pafled into Italy, where he ferved in 
the Army, which his Uncle Fujtin commanded 
againft the Goths, and gave fuch Proofs of his 
Courage and Conduét, that he gained the love 
and efteem of the whole Army. Fu/tin being 
not long after placed on the Throne, vacant 
by the Death of the Emperor Anaftafius, he 
was raifed to the Dignity of Magifter Militum, 
or Commander in Chief of all the Imperial] 
Forces, in which Employment he gave fuch 
Satisfaction to the Emperor, Soldiery, and 
People; that his Uncle firft adopted him, and 
afterwards, at the earneft entreaties of the 

Army

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Army and People, declared him his Collegue 
in the Empire, crowning him with his own 
hand * on the Calends of April, 527. His 
quick Rife gave occafion to the following 
Verfe, 


‘De Tyrone Duces fiunt, de Milite Princeps. 


Over Author gives here fome Account of 
Theodora, Wife to Fuftinian; and tells us, that 
fhe was born in the Ifland of Cyprus +, in a 
Town, called Conflantia, and afterwards Fu/ti- 
niana fecunda, having been imbellifhed by Fu/- 
tinian with ftately Buildings, and declared the 
Metropolis of the whole Ifland. From Cyprus 
fhe paffed (on what occafion we know not) 
into Paphlagonia; from thence into Bithynia, 
and from Bithynia to Conftantinople ; where fhe 
lived, *till Fuftinian married her, in embolo, 
that is, as our Author explains it, in a Porch, 
and maintained herfelf by her Work, being 
exceeding poor. Alemannus, by the word Em- 
bolum, underftandsa Bawdy-houfe, and endea- 
vours to prove, that fhe was a Woman of a 
very bad Life; wherein he agrees with Proco- 
pius, who in fpeaking of Theodora’s Travels, 
calls her, in exprefs Tetms, a Vagabond Whore, 
and adds, that Fu/finian kept her company 
jong before he married her. Our Author en- 
deavours to clear her from fuch Afperfions, 

and 


* The.Cuftom of anointing Princes was not introduced 
before the eighth Century, and is looked upon by fome 
Divines of great Note, as fuperftitious.

+ This is contradicted by Alemannus, p. 39, who tells 
us, that Theodora was born at Conftantinople, and that all 
the Cities which were built or repaired in honour of Zheo- 
dora, were called Theodoropoles or Theodoria. 
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and likewife from that of affuming too much 
Power, after her Marriage, not only in Civil, 
but alfo in Ecclefiaftical Matters. But let that 
be as it will, ’tis certain, that fhe was a Wo- 
man of an extraordinary Genius, of uncom- 
mon Learning, and fo beautiful, that fome 
Writers ftyle her a Godde/s, others the Maffer- 
piece of the Almighty, the Glory of ber Sex, the 
eighth Wonder of the World, 8ec. Procopius, tho’ 
her profeffed Enemy, calls her the mo/t beauti- 
ful Woman that ever bad been feen, or beard of ; 
and adds, that o human Tongue was able to 
expres, or Hand to delineate her charming Fea- 
tures. But at the fame'time he takes care to 
give us a great many inftances of her Lewd- 
nefs, Pride, Cruelty, revengeful Temper, &c. 
which Mr. Ludewig endeavours to refute with 
the Authority of other Writers, who extol her 
as the moft pious, humane, modeft, good-na- 
tured Princefs that ever held a Scepter. So 
different are the Opinions of Authors touching 
Theodora. Procofius, we muft own, fhews all 
along a great deal of Paffion, and therefore de- 
ferves little or no Credit ; for the ordinary 
Epithets he beftows upon her, are Daemonodora 
(inftead of Theodora) Proftitute, Sorcere/s, Bawa, 
and fuch like, 

Our Author inferts here a fucciné Ac- 
count of the Life, Employments, Manners, 
&Fc, of the famous Lawyer Tribonianus. Tribo- 
nianus, (called by all theAntients, except Suidas, 
Tribunianus from the Word Tribus) was origi- 
nally a Greek, being born in Pampbylia ; he 
applied himfclf chiefly to the Study of the Law ; 
was firft an Advocate at Conftantinople, and af- 
terwards railed by Fu/linian to the Dignity of 
Quaeftor, to that of Magifer Oficiorum Sacri 

i Palais 
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Palatii; and laftly, honoured with the Title 
of Conful, tho’ he never exercifed that Employ- 
ment. All Authors agree him to have been a 
Man of extraordiniry Parts, and the moft skil- 
ful Lawyer of his Age. Procopius and Suidas, 
who inveigh bitterly againft him on all occa- 
fions, cannot help owning, that he excelled in 
all manner of Learning, and was, without ex- 
ception, the greateft Man of his time. The 
Crimes he is generally charged with, are 
Atheifm and Avarice, from which our Author 
endeavours to clear him, in contradi¢ction to 
feveral impartial Writers, who give us a great 
many inftances of his Irreligion and Cove- 
toufnefs. 

From this Digreffion our Author returns 
to Fuftinian, and gives us an account of his 
undertakings in time of Peace, and of the pains 
he took in reducing the Roman Jurifprudence 
to a better form. In the firft Year of his Em- 
pire, in the Month of February 528, he put 
forth an Ediét, direéted to the Senate of Con- 
ftantinople, for the compiling of a new Code. 
For this Work he chofe the moft famous Men 
of the Age, and put Tribonianus at their head, 
enjoining them to colleét into one Volume all 
the Conftitutions of Princes, contained in the 
Gregorian, Hermogenian, and Theodofian Codes ; 
and to add to them thofe which Theodofius the 
Younger, his Succeffors, and himfelf had from 
time to time publifhed. He ordered them to 
retrench what they fhould find ufelefs or fuper- 
fluous, to leave out the Prefaces, and fuch Con- 
ftitutions as clafhed with each other; to place 
them according to the order of time, in which 
they had been publifhed ; and to put to each 
Conftitution the names of the Emperors who 
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" had enaéted them, the place and time in which 
they had been enacted, and the Names of the 
Perfons to whom they were direéted. This 
new Code was begun the 7** of February 528, 
and ended the 7°* of April 529. It was no 
fooner compleated, but Fu/tinian, by a fpecial 
Edi& under the Title De Fuftinianeo Codice 
confirmando, ordained that this Code fhould, 
folely, have Authority in the Courts of Juttice ; 
that the Judges and Advocates fhould quote no 
Law, but what it contained; and that the 
three former Codes fhould be looked upon as 
quite antiquated. The Confticutions colleéted 
into this new Code contain:d the Laws of 
fifty four Emperors, from Adrian down to 
Fuftinian. 

T ne Code being finifhed, Fu/tinian took in 
hand a more difficu!: and noble undertaking ; 
which was to collect, and digeft into good 
Order, the Decifions of the antient Civilians, 
their Comments on the Roman Laws, efpecially 
on the Ediffum Perpetuum, and all their Trea- 
tifes, which amounted to above two thoufand 
Volumes. This great Work was compleated 
in the fpace of three Years by Trebonianus and 
fixteen other able Civilians ; and in the Month of 
December 533, publithed over all the Eaft, and 
Illyricum. It was called, in Latin, Digefta, be- 
caufe it contained the Opinions of the antient 
Civilians, digefted into good Order, and in 
Greek, Pandeéie, ascomprehending all the an- 
tient Jurifprudence. 

Wuite the Digefs, or Pandeéts, were 
preparing, Fuftinian enjoined Tribonianus, Theo- 
philus and Doredeus, to compile, for the Bene- 
fit of the Youth, the Jn/titutes, or Elements 
and Principles of the Law. Thefe Elements 

were

were publifhed a Month before the Pandeéts, 
viz. in November 533, and divided into four 
Books, ninety nine Titles, and eight hundred 
and fixteen Paragraphs. 

Fuftinian finding, that notwithftanding the 
great pains he had taken, many Controverfies 
remained ftill undecided, and that feveral 
things were wanting in the Code already made ; 
ordered a new Code to be formed, more com- 

lete and perfect than the former. He em- 
ploy’d in this Work TZribonianus, Dorotheus, 
and three other Civilians, who, purfuant to his 
Orders, ftruck out all the fuperfluous and an- 
tiquated Conftitutions; and inferted thofe, 
which Fuj/tinian himfelf had publifhed after the 
forming of the firft Code. Thefe, according 
to Balduinus and Ritterfufius, were above two 
hundred, all publifhed in the fpace of five 
Years. All Authority was given to this fe- 
cond Code, which was entitled de Repetita 
Praleétione; the Conftitutions not contained 
in it annulled ; and the former Code quite abo- 
lifhed, 

Tue Conftitutions which ¥u/inian put forth 
after the compiling of the Jn/fitutes, Dige/ts, 
and Code, grew to fuch a bulk, that they 
formed a diftin&t Vclume, to which he gave 
the name, not of Code, but of Novelle Confti- 
tutiones. This Volume of the Novelle differs 
from the Code in three things, viz. 1. The 
Code comprehends the Conititutions of feveral 
Princes, from Adrian down to Fuftinian, but 
the Novelle only thofe of Fujfinian, 2. The 
Conftitutions contained in the Code were all 
publifhed in Latiz, .and the Novelle for the 
moft part in Greek. 3. In the Code the Con- 
titutions 
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ftitutions are fubdivided into certain Claffes, 
according to the Subjects they treat of, and fe- 
veral of them placed under one Title ; whereas 
in the Volume of the Novella, each Conftitution 
has its own Title, no other order being obfer- 
ved therein, but that of time, which is alfo 
now and then neglected. 

From Fuftinian’s glorious undertakings in 
time of Peace, our Author proceeds to his 
Military Exploits, and gives us an account of 
the Wars he carried on againft the Perfians in 
Ajia, the Vandals in Afric, and the Goths in 
Europe. As to his War with the Perfians, it 
did not prove very fuccefsful ; they being com- 
manded by Cho/roes their King, who was one 
of the moft expericnced Leaders of his time 3 
and the Flower of the Imperial Troops being 
employ’d in other Expeditions of greater Mo- 
ment. The Perfian War lafted near thirty 
Years; and at laft a Peace was concluded be- 
tween Fu/tinian and Cho/roes upon the follow- 
ing Conditions, as they are related by Aga- 
thias *. 1. That the Peace fhould laft for 
fifty Years. 2. That the Perfians fhould re- 
turn the Country of the Lazii to the Romans, 
3. That the Romans fhould pay yearly the 
Sum of thirty thoufand Crowns of Gold to the 
Perfians, who on that Confideration obliged 
themfelves to protect the Eaftern Provinces of 
the Empire, againft the Invafions of the Bar- 
barians. 4. That the free Exercife of Religion 
fhould be allowed every where, both: to the 
Romans and Perfians. And laftly, That the 
Romans fhould be allowed to bury their Dead, 
and the Perfians to expofe theirs to Wild 

Beatts,

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Beafts, according to their antient Cuftom +. 
This Peace was concluded in 561, that is, two 
Years before Fujftinian died. 

His War with the Vandals in Afric was at- 
tended with better fuccefs ; for Belifarius in one 
Campaign fubdued the whole Country, carried 
their King Gilimer prifoner to Conjtantinople, 
and reunited Afric to the Roman Empire, after 
it had been held by the Vandals for the {pace of 
ninety five Years ||. 

Afric being fubdued, and the Vandals difper- 
fed, Fuftinian refolved to make war upon the 
Goths in Italy, and ufe his utmoft Efforts to 
reunite that Kingdom to the Empire. Under 
pretence therefore of revenging the Death of 
Amalafunthat, Daughter to the great Theodoric,

+ The Perfians ufed, at that time, to expofe their dead 
in the open Fields, with a Stick in their Hand, to drive

\) The Vandals leaving Spain in the poffeffion of the 
Goths, paffed over into Afric in 428, with an Army 80000 
Men ftrong, and having driven our the Romans, erected 
there a new Kingdom. Their firit King was the famous 
Genferic, who reigned ¢7 Years, invaded Italy in 455, 
took and pillaged Rome, and returned to .4/ric with an im- 
menfe Booty, and many thoufand Captives; among whom 
were the Widow and two Daughters of the Emperor Va- 
dentinian. In 475 he concluded a Peace with the Romans, 
who were forced to yield all Afric to him and his Suc- 
ceffors for ever. To him fucceeded Hunric; to Hunric, 
Gundebald; to Gundebald, Thrafemund ; to Thrafemund, Hil- 
deric, who was driven from the Thrdne by his Brother 
Gilimer; which ferved for a pretence to Fuflinian to 
invade Afric, and put an end to the Kingdom of the 
Vandals. 

+ Amalafuntha, (called by the Goths #delfchwinde) was 
a Princefs, as we are told by the antient Writers, adorned 
with many Hercic Virtues, and equal in Wifdom to the 
‘wifeft Kings of the Earth, She was Mother to Athalaric, 

(or 
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firit King of the Goths in Italy, he fent Beli- 
farius in 536 with a powerful Fleet into Sicily, 
which, the Goths being taken at unawares, he 
fubdued in a very fhort time. From Sicily he 
paffed, without lofs of time, over to Reggio in 
Calabria, which opened its Gates to the Con- 
queror. From Reggio he marched direétly to 
Rome. All the Places on his March furrendered 
willingly, except Naples and Cuma, which held 
out for fome time with great Valour and In- 
trepidity. Belifarus having conquered all that 
part of Jtaly, which is now called the King- 
dom of Naples, purfued his March to Rome, 
which he took in the eleventh Year of the Em- 
pire of Fujtinian, after it had been fixty Years 
in the poffeffion of foreign Nations. In the 
mean time, the Goths afcribing their Misfortunes 
to 


(or Edalreich) whom Theodoric a little before he died ap- 
pointed to fucceed him. During the Nonage of her Son 
(for he was but ten Years old when his Grand-father died) 
fhe governed the Kingdom with fuch Prudence, that fhe 
was no lefs efteemed than Theodoric her Father. The 
Letter King Theodatus wrote in her behalf to the Senate 
of Rome deferves particular Notice. It is related by Ca/- 
fiodorus (Lib. X. Epift. 4.) and runs thus. She is the Glory 
of all crowned Heads, and the Ornament of our Family. Her 
Piety can hardly be expreffed; and her Learning is fuch, that 
fhe is able to teach the wifeft Philofophers. She is acquainted 
with many Languages, and well verfed in all the Branches 
of Learning. She is the Solomon oi Sex, and well de- 
Jerves to be admired, not only by the Queen of the South, 
but by all the Princes of the Earth, &c. Thus Theodatus 
the third King of the Goths, who was himfelf one of the 
moft learned Men of his Age, and cherefore furnamed the 
Philofopher. Who could imagine, that this very Prince, who 
had fuch a Value for Amalafuntha, and was moreover in- 
debted to her for his Crown, fhould afterwards be the oc- 
cafion of her Death, and caufe her to be molt barbaroufly 
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to the cowardlinefs and ftupidity of their King 
Theodatus, firft dethroned him, and then put 
him to death, chufing in his room Vitiges, a 
Prince of great Courage, Prudence, and Learn- 
ing. No fooner was Vitiges raifed to the Throne, 
but he laid clofe fiege to Rome, and: kept it 
blocked up fora Year and nine Days, till it 
was relicved by Belifarius in 538. Not long 
after, Vitiges was taken Prifoner by the victo- 
rious Belifarius, together with his Wife Mata- 


. fuenda (or Mathefunta) Daughter to the Prin- 


cefs Amalafunta, and Grand-Daughter to King 
Theodoric. Inthe meantime, Fu/ftinian being 
jealous of Belifarius’s Conduét, recalled hith 
to Conjtantinople, and fent Yobn and Vitalis, 
two Commanders of no Courage, Prudence, 
or Conduct, to Jtaly in his room. Upon this 
the Goths taking new Courage, chofe firft J/di- 


baldus, and afterwards Eraricus, for their 
. King. 


murdered? And this, neverthelefs, is what happened ; for 
her Son Athalaric dying at eighteen Years old, Theodatus, 
(who was her Coufin, being Son to Amalafrida, Sitter of 
the great Theodoric) was by her Intereft raifed to the 
Throne. As Theodatus was, notwithftanding his great 
Learning, but a very weak and mean-fpirited Prince; he 
fuffeved himfelf to be entirely governed by his Minifters, 
namely by the Relations of thofe, whom malafuntha 
had caufed to be put to death for their Crimes. Such ill- 
chofen Counfellors made Theodatus believe, that fhe defigned 
to betray the Goths, by giarrying the Emperor fuflinian, 
and putting him in pofleffion of Italy. Uponthis, he firft 
confined her to an Ifland, in the middle of the Lake of 
Bolfena, and afterwards ordered her to be barbaroufly 
ftrangled. Procopius afcribes this cruel Aétion chiefly to 
the Iniinuations of the Emprefs Theedora, who {ecing Ama- 
lafuntha {o highly favoured and efteemed by her Husband 
(who had even invited her to Conflantinople) became jea- 
lous of her, and induced Theodatus to put that unhappy 


Princefs to death, which occafioned the total. Ruin of the 
Goths in Italy, ; . 
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King. Thefe two Princes reigned but a very 
fhort time 3 Jidibaldus was put to death by the 
Goths on account of his Cruelty, and Eraricus 
on fufpicion of having entered into a Confede- 
racy with the Greeks. Eraricus being put to 
death, the famous Tofi/a was advanced to the 
Throne. This gallant Prince in avery fhort 
time drove the Imperialifts out of Tu/cany; re- 
gained Samnium, Campania, Puglia, Calabria; 
befieged and made himfelf Matter of Bene- 
vento, Naples, and Cuma, and reftored the Goths 
almoft to the fame ftate, in which Theodoric had 
left them. Upon this Bedifarius was fent back 
to Italy; but as he carried few Troops with 
him, he loit, in great meafure, the Reputation 
‘he had gained by his former Expedition. For 
Totila beficged, took, and pillaged Rome before 
his eyes. From Rome he marched, without 
minding Bel farius, into Calabria, carrying the 
Senators along with him. On his departure, 
Beltfarias retook Rome, rebuilt the Walls, and 
recalled the Inhabitants. For Zovila, being 
fenfible that he could not conveniently keep 
that City, had laid it wafte, and driven the 
Inhabitants out of it. Not long after, Belifa- 
rius was again recalled, and fent with a power- 
ful Army againft the Parthians, which gave 
Totila. a fair opportunity of regaining Rome, 
and reducing almoft all Jtaly under his Obe- 
dience. uftinian having made up matters 
with the Parthians, and “vanquithed the Scla- 
vonians, (a newnorthern People, who, paffing 
‘the Danube, had invaded Illyricum and Thrace) 
poured all his Forces into Jta/y, under the Com- 
mand of Narfes the Exnuch, a Man of great 
experience in War, who increafed his Army 
with Foreigners, fuch as the Heru/i, the Hunvi, 
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and the Gepide. He likewife employ’d the 
Lombards, whom he brought with him out of 
Pannonia, and who, not long after, from 
Auxiliaries became Conquerors. Narfes was 
met by Zorila, at a Village, not far from Ri- 
mini, where a bloody Battle enfued, in which 
Totila gave the utmoft proofs of his Valour 
and Conduét; but not being able to withftand 
the Forces of his Enemy, far fuperiour in num- 
ber to his own, was defeated and killed. After 
this Rout, the Goths retired to Pavia, where 
they chofe Teja for their King, a moft valiant 
Captain, who had diftinguifhed himfelf on all 
occafions ; and made the moft furprizing At- 
tempts that could be expected in fuch a defpe- 
rate Condition, for repairing the Fortune of the 
Goths in Italy. Narfes and he met at the Foot 
of the Vefuvius, where the two Armies, fepa- 
rated by the River Sarzo, continued fkirmith- 
ing for two Months. At laft Narfées, whofe 
Army was far fuperiour in number, found 
means to draw Tea to a Battle, in which he 
was unhappily killed, and the Goths put into 
fuch a Coniternation, that they refolved to fur- 
render to Narjes, who allowed them to depart 
out of the Territories of the Empire with all 
the Money they had, and live according to 
their own Laws. The Conditions were faith- 
fully performed on both fides after eighteen 
years War, and all the Towns were put into 
the hands of the Commiffaries of Narfes’s ap- 
pointment. The Goths marched out of Jtaly 
in $53, where they had reigned fixty four 
Years from Téeodoric, down to Teja. This is 
in brief an account of the whole Gothic War, 
and in a few Lines what our Author relates in 


a@ great many Pages. The Goths of Italy had 
in 
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in all eight Kings, viz. Theodoric, <Athalaric, 
Theodatus, Vitiges, Ildibaldus, Eraricus, Totila, 
and Teja. ‘ 

Iw the next place, our Author defcribes the 
Wars Fuftinian carried on with divers other 
Nations, viz. with the Franks, Alemanni*, Ante, 
Lazi, Hunni, Gepide, Slavi, Ifauri, Zani, 
Abafgi, Apfili, Suani, Seymni, Avares, Alani, 
Tetraxite, Armenians, Saracens, Homeritae, 
Ethiopians, Blemes, Nobati, Hermechiones. Theo~ 
phanes Byzantius, who wrote in the time of 
Fupinian, calls the Hermechiones Tovpros, Turcs.

* The Alemanni poffefled Suabia, Alfatia, the Country 
now inhabited by the Grigoni, and that, which fiom the 
Franks fectling in it, was afterwards called Franconia. An- 
velius Victor (ad annum V. C. 965.) tells us, that Antoni- 
nus Caracalla having routed the Alemanni, near the River 
Meyn, about the Year 212, affumed the Title of Aleman- 
nicus. Tillthat time the Alemanni were comprifed under 
the general denomination of Germani ; for they are not men- 
tioned by any Writer that flourifhed before the beginning 
of the third Century. Some Authors tell us, that they 
were called Alemanni, becaufe their Republic was made up 
of all Men, or Men of a! Nations. The Alemanni, fays 
Agathias, (Lib. 1. p.17.) were made up of various Na- 
tions, as appears from their Name. But as Tacitus fays, 
in exprefs terms, that the Germans admitted no mixture 
of foreign Nations; Germania populus nullis aliis gentibus 
infectus; fed propria Gp fincera gens; (Tacit. de M.G. c.4.) 
Other Writers derive Alemanni, from the word Alderman, 
which imports Senior and alfo Seignior, or Lord, for ald or alt 
relates both to Age and Dignity. Our Author derives it from 
Atelman ; and Atelman, from Atta, Ata or Tata, fignifying 
Father; hence, according to him, Atelman imports Head 
of a Family, which an{wers the Latin word, Pater Fa- 
milias. As the Head of the Family is the Lord and Mafter 
of the Family, the word Atelman was ufed to exprefS Lord 
and Mafler, in the fame manner as Haufiherr, and Hauf- 
mann import now Head of the Family and Lord. So that 
Aleman comes from Ateliman; Atelman from Attaman; 
Attaman from Ataman;, Ataman from Tataman. The 
hard task it is, to make an dleman become a Lord! 
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The Banks of the Tanais (now the Don) are in- 
habited, fayshe, by the Turcs, antiently called 
Mayfageta, and now by the Perfians, Hermecbiones T. 
Theophanes is the firft who mentions. the Tures, 
and next to him Paulus Diaconys, who wrote 
in the Reign of Fufin Il. In his time the 
Huns were called Turcs: Hunni per illud tempus, 
guos Turcos dicere confuevimus, legationem diri- 
gunt ad Fuftinianum, fays Paulus Diaconus, (Lib. 
XVI. p- 491.) 

Over Author clofes his Work with a Trea- 
tife on the Coins and Medals of Fuftinian, which 
he has taken care to have engraved. In moft 
of Fu/tinian’s Medals are to be feen the fol- 
lowing Charaéters CONOB; which the ableft 
Medalifts areata lofs how todecypher. Trifta- 
nus, Chifletius, Gretferus, €c. explain them 
thus: CONftantinopoli OBfignatum. Where they 
findthe Letters COMOB, they make the follow- 
ing words out of them, COnftantinopoli Moneta 
OB/fignata. Others read them CONjtantinopo- 
litanum OBryzum. Cedrenus isof opinion, that 
each Letter ftands for a Word, and that they 
all together form the following Sentence, Cz- 
vitates Omnes Nofire Obediant Benerationi, In 
the laft word he changes the V into a B after 
the Greek Fafhion, Ur/atus (de notis Rom. p. 10.) 
will have thefe Letters to fignify, Civitates 
Omnes Nobis OBediant, and Manutius, Cedit 
Officina Noftra Omni Bonitate. Our Author 
conjectures, that they fignify Con/tantinople 
alone ; and adds, that as the name of that 
City is made up of many Syllables, it was pro- 
bably thus abbreviated in common Difcourfe, 
and pronounced Conob, To an Objection, 
which may be made againft this Conjeéture,

, © Oi Bo tent a Gp. 
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viz. that the fame Characters are to be feen on 
Medals coined by. the Kings of Italy, Gaul, 
Spain, &c. and confequently, that they cannot 
ftand for Conftantinople; our Author anfwers, 
That fome foreign Princes caufed them to be 
engraved on théir Money, in imitation of the 
Emperors of the Eaft, and in order to make 
their Coin pafs for Imperial, which was reckoned 
the beft. Thisis, as the Reader may well ob- 
ferve, but avery weak Conjecture. The Au- 
thor has prefixed to this Work, a Differtation 
on the Laws of Germany, and a Map com- 
prifing the Countries that were fubjeét to the 
Empire, during the Reign of the Emperor 
Fufinian, He fhews throughout the whole 
Work a vaft deal of uncommon Erudition, 

Berore we clofe this Article, we cannot 
help obferving, that fome Writers, namely, 
Scaliger, Francifcus Balduinus, and Mattheus ce 
Afflictis have paffed avery fevere Cenfure on 
the Laws of Fujtinian. Francifcus Philelfus, a 
famous Poet, whofe Works were printed at 
Milan in 1476, Folio ; and are now exceeding 
{carce, inveighs againft fu/tinian thus:

FiE fecond Volume of the Hiftory of S. 
Demingo is moftly taken up with Ac- 
counts of Sea and Land-Engagements, be- 
tween the Spaniards, French, and Englifh; of 
the various Congucfts and Settlements of the 
two Jatter Nations in the Iflands of America, 
of the Exploits of the Bucaniers and Freebooters, 
and the War they carried on againft the Spa- 
niards, 
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niards, €Sc. In the firft Book, our Author 
gives us a very particular and diftinét Account 
of the firft Rife, Manner of Living, Laws, and 
Religion of the Bucaniers and Freebooters. To 
this purpofe, he tells us, that part of the French, 
who had been driven from the Ifland of S, 
Chriftopher’s by the Spaniards, in 1630, being 
joined by fome Engli/h Adventurers, fettled on the 
nothern Coaft of the Ifland of S. Domingo, ha- 
ving found it quite abandoned by the Ca/ftilians. 
As that part of the Ifland abounded in wild 
Boars and black Cattle,they thought they could 
find no where elfe a more commodious Settle- 
ment ; and the rather, becaufe the Dutch pro- 
mifed to furnifh them with all forts of Com- 
modities, and take in Payment for them the 
Hides of the wild Cattle they fhould kill in 
hunting. Upon this they began to hunt, and 
becaufe they broiled, after the manner of the 
Savages, and fed upon the Flefh of the wild Bulls 
and Cows they had killed, they were called 
Bucaniers, or Boucaniers, from the word Boucan, 
originally Indian, and fignifying the Place 
where the Jndians met, after hunting, to broil, 
or rather to dry, the Flefh of the wild Cattle 
they had killed. Some of them grew weary 
of this fort of Life, and becoming Pirates, 
ftruck terrour into all the Iflands and Continent 
of America, under the name of Freebooters. 
The Bucaniers, as our Author tells us, efta- 
blifhed in their little Republick a ftrict Com- 
munity of Goods ; every one having as free an 
accefs to his Neighbour’s Coffers as to his own : 
they even looked upon it as an unpardonable 
Crime, to keep any thing under Lock and Key. 
They had no Laws, but only fome whimfical 
Cuftoms and Conventions, which they deemed 

— facred 
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facred and inviolable. As to other Laws, and 
anterior Obligations, they thought themfelves 
no ways. bound by them, after the new Bap- 
tifm they had received in pafling the Tropic, 
However, they paid fome kind of Homage 
to the French Governour of the Ifland of or- 
zug. he many Exploits of the Bucaniers by 
Land, and Freebooters by Sea, and the fig- 
nal Victories they obtained over the Spge 
niards, are already too well known to be in- 
ferted here, tho’ they take up the beft part of 
this fecond Volume. Our Author looks upon 
them as employed by. Heaven to punifh the 
Spaniards, for the many Cruelties that haughty 
and inhuman Nation had practifed upon the 
Inhabitants of the new World. For feveral. 
Perfons of plentiful Fortunes, on hearing the 
barbarous proceedings of the Spaniards in. A- 
merica, refolved to quit Europe, and expofe 
themielves to innumerable Dangers,. with no 
other defign than to revenge the Deaths of fo 
many Indians, whom they had maffacred ina 
moft barbarous manner, Among thefe was, as 
our Author tells us, one Sieur Montbars, born of 
avery good Family in Languedoc ; who,while he 
was aS.udent, having happened upon a relation 
of the Cruelties practifed by the Spaniards in 
America, was fo incenfed againft that Nation, 
that he refolved one day or other to treat them, 
as far as lay. in his power, in the fame manner 
as they had ufed the Indians. -Not long after 
he had read the above-mentioned relation, he 
gave a {trong proof of the implacable hatred 
it had wrought in him againft the Spami/h Na- 
tion. For in a Play, that was aéted by the 
Students, wherein he perfonated a Frenchman 
quarrelling with a Spaniard, he one day, all 
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on a fudden, flew at his Companion, who acted 
the Spaniard, in fuch a violent Paffion, thac 
he would have killed him upon the Stage, had 
he not been, with much ado, prevented by 
the Spectators. This was, in a certain man- 
ner, the Prelude of what he acted foon after 
in America, where fometimes heading the Bu- 
caniers, and fometimes the Freebooters ; he made 
fuch a dreadful havock of the Spaniards, that he 
was very juftly furnamed the Exterminator. Not- 
withftanding his inveterate hatred againft the 
Spaniards, he is faid never to have put one of 
them to death whom he found not in Arms, 
and to have been always averfe to thofe Cruel- 
ties and Robberies, which have rendered the 
Names of many Adventurers fo infamous, 

Ovur Author informs us, (pag. 392.) that 
on occafion of the War, which broke out be- 
tween the French and Spaniards in 1718, great 
numbers of Negroes made their efcape from 
the former, and fettled among the Spaniards, 
fo as to multiply their Race, Thefe he thinks 
would prove very dangerous Enemies to the 
French in cafe of a new Rupture, and adds, 
that even in time of Peace the fettling of the 
Negroes among the Spaniards is of great pre- 
judice to the French, fince it intices away their 
Slaves ; who, notwithftanding all the precau- 
tions that can be taken, yearly make their 
efcape in great numbers, being fure to finda 
fafe Afylum among the Spaniards. So that the 
Ifland of Hifpaniola is now inhabited by four 
different kinds of People, viz. by the Natives, 
Spaniards, French, and Negroes. 

Inthe twelfth and laft Book, the Author 
gives a particular account of the Infurrection, 
that happened in the French Colony of Hi/pa- 
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niola in 1722, on account of the ex¢lufive Trade 
of Negroesto that Colony granted tothe [ndia 
Company ; which the Planters deerned highly 
prejudicial to the public Good, and freedom of 
Trade. The Infurrection began by the Wo- 
men, who being headed by a Widow, named 
Madam Sagona, and armed with Sword and 
Piitol, marched im Battle-array, Drums beat- 
ing, Colours flying, to the India Fatory 3 
broke ‘down the Doors, ranfacked the Houfe, 
and deftroyed all the Books and Regifters be- 
longing to the Company. Some Memoirs in- 
form us, that Madam Sagona meeting, the Di- 
reCtor of the Company witha Glafs of Wine 
in his-Hand, as fhe was going into the Houfe, 
clapt her Piftol to his Throat, faying, Drink, 
you Traitor, for this is the laff drop you foall 
ever drink. Which-frighted the Direétor to 
fuch a degree, that, letting his Glafs drop, he 
faved himfelf with all poffible fpeed, by a 
back-door, into the Jefuits College, where he 
was a long while before he could recover him- 
felf from the terrour the fight of that doughty 
Amazon had ftruck him with, The example 
of the Women was foon followed by the whiole 
Colony, which in a few days rofe all up in 
Arms, crying, Vive fe Roi fans Compagnie, that 
is, God fave the King without any Company. 
No one, however peaceably inclined, and a- 
yverfe from Rebellion, could help taking up 
Arms and joining theSeditious; each Inhabitant 
being fummoned by a Ticket, figned The Co- 
lony, to appear in Arms at the time and place 
appointed for a general Rendezvous, under 
pain of having thcir Habitations burnt down 
to the ground. It has not been known 
to this day, who was the Author of thefe 

: . Tickets, 
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Tickets. They were delivered, the Evening 
before the general Infurrection, into the hands 
of each Houfe-keeper of the Colony, by a 
Biack ; who being asked, from whom he came, 
and to whom he belonged, gave no other an- 
fwer, than that he came from the Colony, and 
belonged to the Colony. The next day, beft 
part of the Colony met in Arms at the place 
and hour appointed ; burnt down to the ground 
the Houfes of fuch as had not anfwered the 
Summons; feized the Governor; drove the 
Dire&tor of the India Company with all his 
Crew out of the Ifland; and, by that means, 
maintained the Freedom of Trade, which a 
few avaritious Merchants defigned to deprive 
them of, by ingroffing the chief Branch of it to 
themfelves. No People had ever a more jut 
Motive to rife up in Arms, asour Author in- 
finuates, than the Inhabitants of Hi/paniola on 
this occafion. For befides that, the /ndia Com- 
pany enjoying the exclufive Trade of the Ne- 
groes, would have fold them at their own 
Price, they would not oblige themfelves to 
furnifh the Colony with more than 2000 a Year ; 
whereas the Cape Francois alone wanted yearly 
near 4000. But what moft of all exafperated the 
Minds of the Inhabitants, was the infolent Be- 
haviour of the Director, and others belonging 
to the Company, who were heard to fay, ina 
public FE stertainment, (being perhaps fomewhat 
elevated with the Juice of the Grape) that theIn- 
habitants of Hi/paniola feemed to look uponthem 
with Contempt ; but that they would foon find 
means to bring down their Pride; that they 
wanted no body, whereas every one ftood in 
need of them; that they would fell no Negroes 
but.at their own Price; that the Women for- 
footh 
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footh appeared dreffed out in Silk Gowns and 
Petticoats; but that they were determined to 
reduce.them, in avery fhort time, to fuch a 
Condition, that they fhould be glad to cover 
themfelves with a Piece of coarfe Cloth: That 
they were refponfible to no body for what they 
did; that no one had any Right or Authority 
to intermeddle with what concerned them, and 
that they were fo well fupported at Court, that 
they. valued not a rufh, either the Governor, 
or Intendant. Such a haughty Behaviour was 
highly unbecoming, fays our Author, in Men 
of their Station and Profeffion. But Madam 
Sagona, at the head of her Amazons, foon 
cooled their Courage, and humbled their Pride, 
as we have already obferved. 

In the next place, our Author gives us 2 
diftiné&t Account of the prefent State of the 
Spanifh and French Colonies, in the Ifland of 
Hifpaniola. The Spanifh Colony in 1717, con- 
ftifted of 18410 Perfons, all wretchedly poor, 
and living in Cottages, except the Inhabitants 
of the City of 5. Domingo, where there are ftill 
a great many fine Houfes to be feen. They 
have no Manufa¢tories, and in moft places but 
very little Trade ; contenting themfelves to look 
after their Cattle, and to furnith the French 
Colony with coarfe Meat. They bear an 
averfion to all Labour, and are lazy to a 
great degree, paffing their time in play- 
ing, finging, fleeping, and caufing themfelves 
to be rocked in their Hammocks, They de- 
{pife Gold, and tread upon it; laughing at the 
French, whom they behold fo eager in the pur- 
fuit of Riches, Fhey-take no more pains in 
cultivating their Minds, than in procuring the 
Conveniencies of Life: for they live in a moft 
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deplorable State of Ignorance, and fcarce know, 
according to our Author, fo much as the name 
of Spain, with whichthey have no manner of 
Correfpondence. But, with his leave, they 
cannot but know, that the King of Spain ts 
their Sovereign, and that of him they hold 
their Governments and Employments. Bzfides, 
the City of S. Domingo is the Seat of a fupreme 
Court of Judicature, whofe Jurifdiction extends 
to feveral Iflands, and a great part of the 
Spanifh Dominions on the Continent of America. 
As they have mixt their Blood with the an- 
tient Inhabitants of the Ifland and Negroes, 
they are at prefent of various Colours, according 
as they partake moft of the Exropeay, African, 
or American. They have a great Opinion of 
themfelves, and fhew the utmo!t contempt for 
the French. - A Frenchman having’ one day 
afked a Spaniard, what was to be found among 
them, that could infpire them with fuch an 
Opinion of themfelves, and Contempt of other 
Nations ; the Siaviard anfwered, ay Hombres, 
they are Men. Our Author tells us, that they 
are given to all manner of Vice; but at the 
fame time, mighty Devout and Religious. The 
refpect and veneration they fhew for Priefts, 
Churches, and other Sacred things, is, fays he, 
inexpreffible, as well as their blind Submiffion 
in believing whatever they hear from their 
Paftors. ‘Tho’ they live in poor Cottages, and 
quite unfurnifhed, yet their Churches and Ora- 
tories are extremely magnificent, and richly 
adorned. They obierve, with great exactnefs, 
all the Feafts and Fafts of the Church ; affift 
every day at Mafs, and never fail faying over, 
,at leaft once a day, their Beads, which they all 
wear hanging at their Necks,- They pafs beft 
I part

part of the day in Churches, and of the night 
in Bawdy-houfes, being no lefs given to Lewd- 
nefs than Devotion. As Lewdnefs is their fa- 
vourite Vice, fo Hofpitality is their favourite 
Virtue, which they practife to a very great 
degree, receiving into their Houfes allStrangers, 
of whatever Nation or Religion they be, 
with the moft fincere and hearty demonftrations 
of Kindnefs and Friendfhip that can be ima- 
gined ; they even abridge themfelves of Necef- 
faries to entertain a Stranger they never faw 
before, nor know any thing of ; and never fail 
to regale their Guefts with the beft things their 
Country can afford. Our Author adds, that 
they extend this Virtue, even to the French, 
whom they mortally hate; but, notwithftand- 
ing their inveterate hatred againft the whole 
Nation, receive, with unexpreffible kindnefs, 
even the French Vagabonds, who, encouraged 
by the Hofpitality of their Neighbours, daily 
increafe very confiderably, and give them but 
too frequent occafions of praétifing it. But 
neither is this Virtue peculiar to the Spaniards ; 
it iscommon withthem to the Mulattos, French, 
Negroes, and all thofe who live in the Ifland. 
‘The antient Inhabitants, before the arrival of the 
Spaniards, practifed it in avery eminent degree ; 
fo that the Climate of that happy Country 
feems, in a manner, to infpire Men with the 
moft noble of all Virtues, and the moft con- 
ducive to the welfare of Mankind. The Spa- 
niards {urely did not learn it of the Inhabitants, 


_ whom they thoroughly defpjfed, and looked 


upon no otherwife than as Brutes. Neither 
were the French moved to practife it by the 
Example of the Spaniards; for not to mention 
the natural Antipathy of the two Nations, the 
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French excelled in the Virtue of Hofpitality, 
before they had any manner of Correfpondence 
with the Spaniards. Even the Negro Slaves, 
tho’ very fparingly provided with Neceffaries, 
never grudge to fhare their poor Allowance 
with any Stranger that feems to be in need. 
As to the French, our Author tells us, that one 
may travel all over their Colony without being 
at an Half-penny, charge; for Strangers are 
every where received kindly, entertained fplen- 
didly, and even fupplied with Money, if they 
want it, to continue their Journey. If a Per- 
fon well-born, but of no Fortune, happens 
to come among them, then it is chiefly, that 
they exert their Good-nature, and ftrive to 
out-do one another in heaping Favours upon 
him. If they have before-hand notice of his 
coming, they go out in Crouds to meet him; 
every one being ambitious of having him for 
his Gueft ; and happy is he whom he chufes to 
ftay with: The more free he is in their Houfes, 
the more welcome he is; for whatever they 
have, is at his command, no otherwife, than if 
himfelf were the Matter of the Houfe. If they 
fufpect, or can, by any means, find out that 
he wants Money, he is fure to be foon provided, 
and not fparingly, without ever knowing the 
beneficent hand it comes from. On his de- 
parture, Negoes, Hories, Carriages, and what- 
ever elfe he can ftand in need of, are employ’d 
to attend him ; nor do they fuiier him to leave 
them, unlefs he promifes to return, if his Af- 
fairs will allow him. Tue kindnefs the Creo- 
hans thew to Orphans, is no lcs commendable. 
Thefe unhappy Children are among them of 
Ro burden to the Public, being brought up, 
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and provided for, by private Perfons, with 
the fame Care, as if they were their own Chil- 
dren, If Orphans have no Relations, or God- 
fathers, or God-mothers, (who are preferred to 
all others) the firft who can lay hands on them, 
(and every one ftrives to be the firft) has the 
Glory and Merit of fo charitable an Office. 

Tue French Colony in 1726 confifted, as 
our Author informs us, of thirty thoufand Per- 
fons free-born, and an hundred thoufand Slaves, 
partly Negroes, and partly Mulattoes. Among 
the former he counts ten thoufand Men able to 
bear Arms, and adds, that, if occafion required, 
the Colony could arm twenty thoufand Negroes, 
without doing any confiderable hurt to their 
Manufactures. As to the Forces of the Spanifh 
Colony, our Author only fays, that in 1717, 
they had thirty feven Companies, which a- 
mounted to 3705 Men. Few of thofe,who come 
from France live to an old Age: but the Creo- 
lians become more healthy, robuft, and live 
Jonger, according as they are more or lefs 
diftant from their European Origin. They are 
better-livers than the Spaniards, but do not 
trouble themfelves much about Religion. 

Our Author takes notice of one Inconve- 
nience in the prefent Eftablifhment of the Freuch 
Colony, which in procefs of time may prove 
very deftructive, chiefly if the number of In- 
habitants fhould encreafe, as it has done thefe 
thirty Years laft paft. The inconvenience is 
this, that the Eftates and Lands are equally 
divided among all the Children, which at 
length will reduce the Plantations, thus divided 
and fub-divided, to nothing ; and the Planters 
to great Straits and Poverty. Whereas, if the 
Plantations remained to the elder Brother, the 

others 
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others would be under a neceffity of beginning 
new ones; which would be the moft advanta- 
geous way, both to themfelves and the Public, 
of laying out the Money left them by their 
Parents. If this Regulation fhould take place, 
in a fhort time there would not be feen a {pot 
of Ground untilled in the whole Colony; and 
many, firiding no wafte Ground at home, would 
feek for new Settlements in the neighbouring 
Iflands, and on the Continent belonging to the 
French Crown. 

Ovr Author clofes his Hiftory with a 
pathetical Account of the Miferies and Hard- 
fhips the Negroes groan under in the Colonies 
of America, anda fhort Inftruction to the Mif« 
fionaries, fhewing how they are to proceed with 
them in converting them to the Chriftian Re- 
ligion.

Sentence, or indeed any Word occurs, about 
which I have the leaft Doubt, I can immedi- 
ately find out not only all the Places it is ufed 
in, but alfo all the parallel Places. And thus 
by comparing Hippocrates with himfelf, and 
making him his own Interpreter, a great many 
difficult Places have been cleared up, and a 
great many corrupt ones reftored; even where 
all the MSS that have been fo carefully con- 
fulted by former Editors, and particularly by 
Foéfius, have failed. 

Thus, for inftance; for § Se Sein ona om 
fhould be read ¥ de évepn xerrus *: Forev gnuan # 
vouros ity eyynexereevos fT?

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But though the greateft Number of Emen- 
dations have been made, and may be fupported, 
this Way; yet this has not been the only one 
Ihave ufed. For fometimes by confidering the 
Sounds and Letters of Words; the Divifion of 
Syllables, efpecially at the End of a Line; the 
Ignorance or Blindnefs of a Tranferiber, and the 
like; and fometimes by confidering only the 
pointing of a Sentence, (by all which Ways, I 
perceive, Miftakes have been occafioned) many 
other Emendations are made; or at leaft the 
firft Hints were thus taken, and improved after- 
ward by the Oeconomia. And perhaps en’ oyxer 
and zzpiodds were occafioned by the Sound, and 
ave Bin fOr aveSie OF aveBsov .. YATW apavns for 
zarugavns T, €Fc. by fome of the other Ways 
here mentioned. Of all which Faults and E- 
mendations, due Notice fhall be taken in their 
proper Places. 

Secondly, It is intended to be the u/efulleft 
Edition , the Method here obferved in the Difpo- 
fition of the feveral Parts directly tending to 
make the Works of Hippocrates more intelligi- 
ble than ever. Whereas all the other Edi- 
tions copy after one another, and with fo little 
Variation, that the Trouble of confulting ’em 
is in a Manner equally great inall of ’em. This 
Trouble is what I have been all along labour- 
ing to remove; and with this View, I confefs, I 
at firft undertook the prefent Work, without 
intending to fpend fo much Time on the criti- 
cal Part; as appears from the Specimen already 
referred to. But the Affiftance of the Oceconomia 
engaged me to go on, and I hope I have not 
mifpent my Time, in this Way. As to the

Historr1a LITTERARIA., 
Method, the Reader will now fee all the Obfer- 
vations of Hippocrates colleéted together, and 
ranged ina regular and eafy Manner, that what 
he has{faid upon any one Subject, may be feen 
compleat, without the Intervention of any fo- 
reign Matter: A Work that has been long de- 
fired. For though fomething of this Kind was 
attempted by Marinellusand Pleffeus, yet abun- 
dance of Things are there omitted, and nothing 
is mentioned in Hippocrates’s own Words.

TheTran/flation likewife iscorre€ted in abundance 
of Places, and there will be compleat Indexes at 
the End. So that, in fhort, it will be’ as eafy 
for the future to read Hippocrates, as to read 
any other Author of the fame Size: Whereas 
before it was really laborious; and no Man 
could come at his Senfe in many Cafes, without 
being obliged to tranfcribe and methodize him, 
for his own particular Ufe, in fome fuch Man- 
ner as I have done for the Publick.
